Sailors  consider  it  ominous  to  whistle  on  shipbo&rd,  or  carry 
a  corpse  in  their  vesseL  Whistling  at  sea  is  supposed  to  cause 
Increase  of  the  wind,  and  is,  therefore,  much  disliked  by  sex- 
men,  though  sometimes  they  themselves  practise  it  when  there 
is  a  dead  calm.

either  one  of  the  8  pages  of  Hieroglyphics. 

She  must  next  point  her  finger  lo,  and  touch  one  of  the  cir- 
cles in  the  chosen  Hieroglyphic,  containing  t  capital  Roman 
Letter;  after  that  operation  unbandage  her  eyes,  and  show  her 
the  corresponding  letter  and  its  small  number  in  the  lines 
above,  or  below  the  same  Hieroglyphic,  against  which  is  her 
fortune. 

For  amusement  they  can  be  cut  into  cards,  and  laid  in  a  cir- 
cle after  shuffling,  and  answers  may  then  be  obtained  by  the 
same  operations.

To  preserve  one's  self  from  the  bite  of  rabid  dogs  you  write 
upon  a  parchment  the  words :  Max,  pax,  max,  and  wear  it  near 
the  liver. 

The  formula  Och!  Ocli!  engraven  with  a  diamond  point  upon 
brass,  will  drive  away  fleas  and  other  vermin.

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ANCIENT  METHOD  OF  AVERTING  FROST. 


The  husbandman  who  desired  that  in  their  season  his  fruit 
trees  should  be  laden  with  fruit,  covered  them  with  a  band  of 
straw  on  the  night  celebrated  by  the  Polj^theists  as  the  rene  w- 
ing  of  the  invincible  sun ;  and  in  the  Christian  Church,  as  the 
coming  of  our  Savior,  the  night  when  the  sun,  supposed  to  be 
enchained  for  ten  days  by  the  winter  solstice,  begins  to  arise 
again  toward  the  equator,  and  on  which  we  often  find  cold 
suddenly  and  intensely  developed.  Experience  has  proved  that 
this  precaution  will  effectually  protect  trees  from  the  hurtful 
effects  of  frost. 

In  the  eighth  century,  they  hoped  to  avert  hail  and  storms  by 
pointing  long  poles  toward  the  skies.  This  measure  reminds 
us  of  what  was  recently  proposed,  and,  fifty  years  ago,  was 
accredited  by  Berthollon,  the  naturalist.  But,  as  at  the  end  of 
the  poles  just  mentioned,  pieces  of  paper  inscribed  with  magi- 
cal characters  were  afiixed,  the  custom  seemed  to  be  tainted 
with  sorcery,  and  was  consequently  proscribed  by  Charlemange. 

The  instruments  called  paragrandines  were  intended  to  avert 
hail  storms,  and  according  to  Seignior  Antonio  Perotti  and  Dr. 
Astolfi,  they  have  succeeded  in  averting  hail  as  eflSciently  as 
conductors  in  obviating  danger  from  lightning.  Seignior 
Perotti  reports  that,  having  fixed  up  several  of  them  on  a  piece 
of  land  containing  sixteen  thousand  perches,  both  his  corn  and 
his  vines  were  protected,  although  fourteen  hail-stor<ns  had 
occurred  in  the  current  year,  which  did  great  mischief  in  the 
fields;  and  in  an  official  notice  to  thg  government  of  Milan,  by 
the  gonfaloniere  of  St.  Pietro,  in  Casale,  a  very  favorable  ac- 
count, also,  is  given  of  these  protectors  from  hail.  They  are 
formed  of  metallic  points  and  straw  ropes,  bound  together  by 
hempen  or  flaxen  threads. 

The  inhabitants  of  Cleone  in  the  Argolide,  imagined  they 
could  distingiMsh,  from  the  appearance  of  the  sky  the  approach 
of  frost  that  would  endanger  their  crops,  and  immediately  they 
endeavored,  by  offering  sacrifices  to  the  gods,  to  avert  the  evil. 
Other  nations  sang  sacred  hymns  for  this  purpose.

DOMINOES,    CARDS    AND    DICE. 


Let  these  amusing  oracles  be  tried  as  soon  after  sunset  as 
possible;  not  before,  for  it  is  unlucky;  but  no  particular  day  ig 
required  or  prohibited. 

WITH  DOMINOES. 

Repeat  a  wish  to  yourself  three  times,  have  the  dominoes  in 
a  large  or  small  basket ;  draw  one ;  if  the  number  is  a  double 
one  you  will  get  your  wish—  an  even  one,  such  as  six  and  four, 
or  four  and  two,  you  are  left  in  doubt—  an  odd  and  an  even 
number  together  is  fatal  to  success — double  six  in  this  trial  is 
a  capital  prize,  showing  your  wish  will  bring  you  happiness — 
double  blank,  the  death  of  one  near  to  you. 

WITH  DICE. 

Cast  three  dice  three  times  into  a  small  circle  chalked  with 
your  own  hand,  and  surmounted  with  youT  Christian  name  in 
full  length;  if  the  whole  product  does  not  amount  to  forty-one, 
you  will  not  get  your  wish.  Ones  and  twos  turning  up  in  this 
experiment  denote  some  trivial  teazing  vexations  near  at  hand. 
The  higher  the  number,  the  more  prosperous  to  your  felicity  in 
respect  to  the  wish  in  question.    One  of  the  dice  rolling  out  of 
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the  circle  shows  the  near  approach  of  a  calamity,  in  which  you 
will  be  interestid  particularly. 

ANOTHER. 

To  know  if  a  journey,  or  indeed  any  undertaking  on  land, 
will  be  successful  or  answer  the  end  required,  cast  two  dice, 
weil  shaken,  into  the  palm  of  your  left  hand,  as  it  is  place*  1  for 
that  purpose  on  a  table.  Exactly  seven  is  a  doubt ;  under 
seven,  disappointment ;  the  lower  the  number  the  worse  ;  over 
seven  and  higher  the  better. 

WITH  CARDS. 

Shuffle  the  cards  three  times,  wishing  the  same  wish  each 
time,  but  if  you  are  in  company  you  need  nqt  repeat  them 
aloud ;  cut  the  cards  into  seven  divisions,  face  downwards  ; 
close  your  eyelids,  and  then  take  up  the  first  parcel  on  which 
you  place  your  hand.  If  it  contains  the  nine  of  hearts,  the  ace 
of  diamonds,  the  three  of  clubs,  or  any  three  cards  of  the  same 
number  or  quality,  you  will  have  your  wish  completed  ;  the 
more  of  these  cards  is  the  chosen  number,  the  better  to  your 
advantage  ;  none  of  them  is  a  sure  indication  of  disappointment, 
and  the  more  the  number  of  sable  cards,  in  this  respect,  the 
more  for  your  expectations  of  happiness. 

ANOTHER  METHOD. 

Shuffle  the  cards  well,  but  do  not  cut  them  ;  deal  twenty- 
one  off  the  top  as  you  keep  repeating  your  desire  ;  shuffle  these 
again,  and  cut  them  in  three  with  their  faces  upwards.  Aces 
in  this  case  are  reckoned  not  as  ones  ;  but  the  superior  cards. 
Thus,  if  the  three  cards  are  all  under  seven,  you  will  never  get 
your  wish  ;  if  all  above  seven,  you  will  be  certain  of  it.  Some 
under  and  some  over,  a  doubtful  case  ;  but  two  of  them,  bear- 
ing a  majority,  affords  much  hope.  The  three  being  sevens, 
which  has  happened,  the  very  climax  of  prosperity.  You  will 
lead  a  gay  life.     Several  diamonds  in  a  group  show  prosperity. 

ANOTHER. 

If  a  servant  wishes  to  know  about  the  situation  to  which  she 
is  going,  let  her  lay  out  the  cards,  first  taking  from  the  pack 
the  twos,  threes,  fours,  and  sixes  as  useless  ;  leave  in  the  fives. 
Let  the  maiden  choose  one  of  the  queens,  as  a  representative  of 
herself  before  she  shuffle  the  cards  ;  then  cut  them  into  three 
divisions,  and,  taking  the  middle,  lay  the  cards  out  in  a  half 
circle,  and  face  upwards  on  the  table,  and  make  the  following 
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Good  understanding  and  memory  ruleth  its  fate, 
As  a  lover  of  truth  happy  will  be  its  state.

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SIGNS  OF  THE  NAILS. 

Broad  Nails. — The  person  that  hath  the  nails  thus,  is  of  gen 
tie  nature,  good,  and  pusillanimous,  and  a  great  fear  to  speak 
before  great  persons,  or  those  by  whom  they  are  in  subjection;

When  you  find  any  black  spots  upon  the  nails,  they  always 
signify  evil,  as  white  ones  are  a  token  of  good. 


SIGNS  OR  INSTANCES  OF  GOOD  AND  ILL  F0RTX7NE 
ON  PARTICULAR  DAYS. 

Antipater  Sidonius,  the  poet,  throughout  the  whole  space  of 
his  life,  every  year,  for  one  day  only,  that  is,  the  day  whereon 
he  was  born,  was  seized  with  a  fever;  and  when  he  had  lived  to 
a  great  age,  by  the  certain  return  of  his  wonted  disease,  he  died 
upon  his  birth  day. 

The  Emperor  Charles  Y.  was  born  on  the  day  of  Matthias, 
the  apostle,  on  which  day  also,  in  the  course  of  his  life,  was 
King  Francis  taken  by  him  in  battle,  and  the  victory  likewise 
won  at  Biccoque;  he  was  also  elected  and  crowned  emperor  on 
the  same  day,  and  many  other  great  fortunes  befel  him  still  on 
that  day. 

M.  Ofilius  Hilarius,  an  actor  of  comedies,  after  he  had  pleased 
the  people  upon  his  birthday,  kept  a  feast  in  his  own  house,  and 
when  supper  was  set  forth  upon  the  table,  he  ca.kd  for  a  mess 
of  hot  broth  to  sup  off ;  and  withal  casting  his  eye  upon  the 
visor  he  had  worn  that  day  in  the  play,  he  fitted  it  again  to  his 
face,  and  taking  off  the  garland,  which  he  wore  upon  his  bare 
head,  he  set  it  thereupon;  in  this  posture,  disguised  as  he  sat, 
he  was  stark  dead,  and  cold,  too,  before  any  person  in  the  com- 
pany perceived  any  such  thing 

King  Phillip  of  Macedon  used  to  celebrate  bis  birthday  with 
extraordinary  joy,  as  the  most  favorable  and  fortunale  to  him 
of  all  others.  For  once  upon  that  day  he  had  a  triplicity  of 
good  tidings,  that  he  was  victor  in  the  chariot  race  in  the  Olym- 
pic games,  that  Parmcnio,  his  general,  hr.d      -iaed  a  most  im- 
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portant  victory  T,nd  that  the  Queen  of  Olympias  was  delivered 
of  a  son,  Alexander. 

It  is  worthy  to  be  remembered  that  Thursday  was  observed 
to  be  a  fatal  day  to  King  Henry  VIII.,  and  to  all  his  posterity 
for  ho  himself  died  on  Thursday,  the  28th  of  January;  King 
Edward  VI.,  on  Thursday,  the  9th  of  July;  Queen  Mary,  on 
Thursday,  the  17th  of  November,  and  Queen  Elizabeth  on 
Thursday,  the  24th  of  March. 

Franciscus  Baudenus,  an  abbot,  a  citizen  of  Florence,  and 
well  known  in  the  court  of  Rome,  died  upon  the  anniversary 
of  his  birthday,  which  was  upon  the  12th  of  December;  he 
was  buried  in  the  church  of  St.  Silvester,  in  Rome,  and  it  was 
the  observation  of  him  that  made  his  funeral  elegy,  that  the 
number  nine  did  four  times  happen  remarkably  in  his  affairs, 
he  was  born  on  the  19th,  and  died  on  the  same,  being  aged 
twenty -nine,  in  the  year  1579. 

Wednesday  is  said  to  have  been  fortunate  to  Pope  Sixtus  V., 
for  on  that  day  he  was  born,  on  the  same  day  made  a  monk,  on 
that  day  created  general  of  his  order,  on  the  same  day  made 
cardinal,  then  chosen  pope,  and  finally,  on  the  same  day  was 
inaugurated. 


STRANGE  WAYS  THAT   MURDER  &c.    HAVE   BEEN 
DISCOVERED   THROUGH  DREAMS. 

Two  friends  traveling  together  in  the  confines  of  Arcadia, 
when  they  came  to  Msegara,  one  took  up  his  lodging  in  a 
friend's  house,  and  the  other  in  an  inn.  He  that  lodged  with  his 
frienvl,  thought  he  saw  in  his  sleep  his  fellow-traveler  begging 
his  help  against  the  inn-keeper,  who  was  attempting  to  mur- 
der him  ;  upon  which  he  leaped  out  of  bed,  with  a  resolution 
to  see  after  his  friend;  but  considering  further  of  it,  he  thought 
it  but  a  dream,  and  went  to  bed  again.  He  was  no  sooner 
asleep,  but  his  friend  appears  a  second  time  wounded  and 
bloody,  saying,  ''Revenge  my  death,  for  I  am  killed  by  the 
inn-keeper,  and  am  now  carrying  towards  the  gate  in  a  cart 
covered  with  dung."  The  man  still  fancied  it  was  a  melan- 
choly dream  ;  and  yet  thinking  it  would  be  an  unpardonable 
neglect  if  there  should  be  any  truth  in  it,  made  haste  to  the 
gate,  and  there  finding  a  cart  loaded  with  dung,  as  the  appari- 
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tion  had  told  him,  forced  the  cart  to  be  unladen,  and  to  his 
sorrow  found  the  corpse  of  his  murdered  friend,  for  which  the 
inn-keeper  was  prosecuted  and  hanged. 

*' Whilst  I  lived  at  Prague,"  saith  an  English  gentleman, 
"  and  one  night  had  sat  up  very  late  drinking  at  a  feast,  early 
in  the  morning  the  sunbeams  glancing  on  my  face  as  1  lay  in 
my  bed,  I  dreamed  that  a  shadow  passing  by  told  me  that  my 
father  was  dead.  At  which,  awaking  all  in  a  sweat,  and  affected 
with  this  dream,  I  rose  and  wrote  the  day  and  hour,  and  all 
circumstances  thereof,  in  a  paper  book,  which  book,  with 
many  other  things,  I  put  into  a  barrel,  and  sent  it  from  Prague 
to  Stode,  thence  to  be  conveyed  into  England.  And  now  being 
at  ISToremberg,  a  merchant  of  a  noble  family  well  acquainted 
with  me  and  my  relations,  arrived  there,  who  told  me  that  my 
father  died  some  months  past.  When  I  returned  into  England 
four  years  after,  I  would  not  open  the  barrel  I  sent  ICrom 
Prague,  nor  look  into  the  paper  book  in  which  I  had  writen 
this  dream,  till  I  had  called  my  si  ters  and  some  other  friends 
to  be  witnesses;  where  myself  and  they  were  astonished  to  see 
my  written  dream  answer  the  very  day  of  my  father's  death. 

A  citizen  of  Milan  was  asked  for  a  debt  as  owing  by  his 
dead  father;  and  when  he  was  in  some  trouble  about  it,  the 
image  of  his  dead  father  appeared  to  him  in  his  sleep,  told  him 
the  whole  process  of  the  business,  ''that  the  debt  was  by  him 
paid  in  his  life  time,  and  that  if  he  looked  in  such  a  place,  he 
should  find  a  writing  under  the  hand  of  his  creditor,  wherein 
he  did  acknowledge  himself  satisfied."  Directly  he  awoke 
from  his  sleep,  and  reflecting  upon  his  dream,  he  searched  and 
found  all  things  agreeable  to  what  he  had  dreamed.  St.  Austin 
saith,  that  this  very  writing  was  seen  by  him. 

Upon  a  sally  being  made  upon  some  of  the  forces  of  Alex- 
ander the  Great,  out  of  Harmata,  a  city  of  the  Brachmans, 
many  of  his  soldiers  were  wounded  with  poisoned  darts,  and 
as  well  as  those  that  were  lightly,  as  those  that  were  deeper 
wounded,  daily  perished.  Amongst  the  wounded  was  Ptolomy. 
a  great  captain,  and  exceedingly  dear  to  Alexander;  when,  there- 
fore, in  the  night  he  had  been  solicitous  about  his  welfare,  as 
one  whom  he  tenderl 5^  loved,  li€  seemed  in  his  sleep  to  see  a 
dragon  holding  a  certain  medicinal  herb  in  his  mouth,  and 
withal  informing  him  both  of  the  virtue  it  had,  and  of  the  place 
where  it  grew.  He  arose,  found  the  herb,  bruised  it,  and 
applied  it  to  Ptolomy's  wound ;  and  by  this  means  that  great 
ducestor  of  the  royal  iamily  in  Egypt  was  speedily  restored 
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A  rich  vessel  of  gold  being  stolen  out  of  the  Temple  of  Her- 
cules, Sophocles  (by  a  Genius)  was  showed  the  resemblance  and 
name  of  the  thief  in  his  sleep,  which  for  the  first  and  second 
time,  he  neglected ;  but  being  troubled  a  third  night,  he  went 
10  the  Areopagi,  to  whom  he  made  relation  of  what  had  passed. 
They,  upon  no  othei;  evidence,  summoned  the  party  before 
them,  who,  after  strict  examination  confessed  the  fact,  and 
made  restitution  of  the  vessel.  For  which  discovery  the  Tem- 
ple was  ever  after  called  Templum  Hercules  Indicts.  ''  The 
Temple  of  Hercul^  the  Discoverer." 

Aiexa!9der,  the  philosopher,  (a  man  known  to  be  free  from 
superstition)  reports  of  himso&lf,  **that  sleeping  one  night  he 
saw  his  mother's  funeral  soleminized,  being  then  a  day's  jour- 
ney from  thence.  Whereupon  he,  waking  in  great  sorrow  and 
0iany  tears,  told  t^.e  dream  to  divers  of  his  acquaintance  and 
friends.  The  time  being  punctually  observed,  certain  word 
was  brought  him  the  next  day  after,  that  at  the  same  hour  as 
Ms  dream  was  his  mother  expired. 

Thomas  Wotton,  a  little  before  his  death,  dreamed  that  the 
University  Treasury  was  robbed  by  townsmen  and  poor  schol- 
ars, and  that  the  number  was  five;  and  being  that  day  to  write 
to  his  son  Henry,  at  Oxford,  he  thought  it  was  worth  so  much 
pains,  as  by  a  postscript  in  his  letter  to  make  a  slight  inquiry 
of  it.  The  letter  which  was  written  in  Kent,  came  to  his  son 
Ihe  very  morning  after  the  night  in  which  the  robbery  was 
committed,  and  when  the  City  and  University  were  both  in  a 
perplexed  inquest  after  the  thieves,  then  did  Sir  Henry  "Wotton 
show  his  father's  letter,  and  by  it  such  light  was  given  of  this 
work  of  darkness,  that  the  five  persons  were  presently  discov- 
ered and  apprehended.  Without  putting  the  University  to  so 
much  as  the  casting  of  a  figure. 


FOREBODma  DREAMS. 

There  are  some  queer  statements  on  record  connected  with 
foreboding  dreams.  Lord  Littleton,  it  is  said,  was  warned  of 
his  death  by  a  dream.  Brandt  in  his  "Popular  Antiquitirs,*' 
tells  of  a  seaman  who  suffered  much  from  superstitious  fears. 
When  on  the  night-watch,  he  would  see  sights  and  hear  noises 
—  in  the  rigging  and  the  deep— which  kept  him  in  a  perpetual 
fever  of  alarm.  One  day  the  poor  fellow  imagined  the  Evil 
One  visited  him,  and  told  him  he  had  only  three  days  to  live.

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His  messmates  all  laughed  at  him.  The  next  day  he  told  them 
the  arch  fiend  had  paid  him  a  second  visit,  announcing  a  repe- 
tition of  the  melancholy  tidings.  His  friends  expostulated  with 
him,  but  it  was  no  use.  Now,  the  morning  of  the  fatal  day 
happened  to  be  stormy,  and  the  dreamer,  w^ith  others,  was  sent 
aloft.  Before  he  ascended  he  bade  his  messmates  farewo^l, 
telling  them  he  had  received  a  third  warning,  and  he  was  con- 
fident he  should  be  dead  before  night.  He  ascended  into  the 
rigging  with  this  terrible  foreboding  on  his  mind,  and,  losing 
his  hold,  fell  upon  the  deck  and  was  killed.  Now,  we  can 
account  for  the  result  here,  by  supposing  the  sailor  to  have 
taken  too  much  strong  drink  before  leaving  port,  and  when  at 
sea,  and  deprived  of  liquor,  to  have  been  afllicted  with  delirium 
tremens  so  terrible  that  the  dreams  and  their  results  were  quite 
natural.  Probably  the  causes  of  all  these  forewarnings  can  be 
traced  as  easily;  in  other  words,  they  lie  in  a  weak  or  disordered 
mind  and  a  shattered  system.  Take  the  case  of  Galba,  the 
successor  of  Nero.  It  is  said  his  death  was  foretold  him  by  a 
marble  statue  of  Fortune,  which  stood  in  the  Tusculum,  at 
Rome.  It  seems  he  had  coquetted  with  this  statue,  as  well  as 
another — the  capotoline  Venus— and  that  he  had,  in  the  excess 
of  his  admiration,  adorned  Fortune  with  a  splendid  necklace  of 
brilliants.  The  charms  of  Yenus,  however,  finally  prevailed 
over  those  of  Fortune,  and  the  necklace  was  ultimately  pre- 
sented to  the  Goddess  of  Beauty.  In  consequence  of  this,  the 
slighted,  insulted  Fortune,  appeared  to  Galba  in  his  sleep,  and, 
upbraiding  him  with  his  infidelity,  told  him  he  should  be  de- 
prived of  all  the  gifts  she  had  lavished  upon  him,  soon  after 
which  he  died  Now  Galba  was  seventy-two  years  old  when 
he  was  slain  by  his  soldiers,  and  what  with  rage  and  a  fruition 
of  honors,  was  reduced  to  a  very  weak  state  of  mind,  or  he. 
never  would  have,  just  before  that  event,  gone  into  ecstacies 
about  the  marble  statue.  It  may  be  inferred,  hence,  that  the 
very  imbecility,  or  second  childishness,  which  would  prompt 
him  to  hang  a  necklace  of  diamonds  around  the  neck  of  a 
marble  form,  would  not  be  able  to  overcome  its  indignant  visi- 
tation in  a  dream,  because  of  bestowing  its  property  on  a  rival 
Again,  he  saw  his  fate  in  his  own  wickedness  and  folly.  He 
knew  that  the  outraged  Roman  soldiers  would  soon  vent  the'r 
hatred  in  his  death. 
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TO    KNOW    THE    TEMPER    AND    DISPOSITION    OF 
EVERY  ONE. 

THE   SIGNS  OF  A  CHOLERIC  DISPOSITION  ARE: 

1. — The  habit  of  the  body  hot  in  touch,  dry,  lean,  hard,  and 
haiiy. 

2.— -The  color  of  the  face  yellow. 

3. — A  natural  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  tongwe. 

4  -The  thirst  great  and  frequent. 

5. — Activity  and  inquietude  of  the  body 

6. — The  pulse  hard,   swift,  and  often  beating. 

7.— The  spittle  bitter. 

8. — The  dreams  are  most  of  yellow  things,  of  brawls,  of 
fights,  and  quarrels. 

THE  SIGNS  OF  A  SANGUINE  CONSTITUTION  ARE: 

1.— The  habit  of  the  body  hot  in  touch,  fleshy,  soft  and 
hairy. 

2. — The  color  of  the  body  fresh,  sanguine  and  lively. 

3. — A  natural  and  constant  blush  in  the  face. 

4. — The  pulse  soft,  moist  and  full. 

5. — The  spittle  sweet. 

6. — Dreams  most  commonly  of  red  things,  of  beauty,  feast- 
ing, dancing,  music,  and  all  jovial  and  pleasing  recreations. 

7. — A  continual  habit  of  pleasantness  and  affability. 

8  — Often  affected  with  jests,  mirth  and  laughter. 

THE  SIGNS  OF  A  PHLEGMATIC  CONSTITUTION  ARE: 

1. — The  habit  of  the  body  cold  and  moist;  in  touch,  soft,  fat, 
gross,  and  not  hairy. 
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2. — A  constant  natural  whiteness  or  wanness  in  the  face. 

3. — The  pulse  soft,  slow  and  rare. 

4. — The  thirst  little  and  seldom  desiring  drink. 

5. — The  dreams  usually  are  of  white  things,  floods,  inunda- 
rions,  and  accidents  belonging  to  water. 

6. — Sleep  much  and  frequent. 

7. — Slowness  and  dullness  of  the  body  to  exercise. 

THE   SIGNS   OF   A  MELANCHOLY  CONSTITUTION  ARE: 

1. — The  body  in  touch,  cold,  dry,  lean  and  smooth. 

2. — The  body  of  a  dark,  dull,  gloomy,  leaden  color. 

3. — The  spittle  in  small  quantities  and  sour. 

4. — Pulse  little,  rare  and  hard. 

5. — They  dream  of  terrible  things,  as  ghosts,  wild  beast^ 
etc. 

6. — Greatly  oppressed  with  fear. 

7. — Constancy  in  the  performance  of  the  thing  intended. 

THE   SIGNS  OF  A   GENEROUS  PERSON  ARE: 

1.-  The  forehead  large,  fleshy,  plain  and  smooth. 

2. — The  eye  moist  and  shining. 

3. — The  countenance  expressing  joy  and  content. 

4. — The  voice  pleasant. 

6. — The  motion  of  the  body  slow,  etc. 

THE   SIGNS  OF  AN    ILL-NATURED  PERSON  ABB 

1. — The  form  of  the  body  meager  and  lean. 
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2. — The  forehead  cloudy,  sullen  and  wrinkled. 

3. — The  eye  cast  down  and  malicious. 

4. — A  nimble  tongue. 

6.  —Walking  a  short,  quick,  uneven  pace. 

S. — A  secret  murmuring  to  himself  as  he  wtidi^ 


PHYSIOGNOMY. 


A  knowledge  of  this  science  furnishes  us  the  infallible  means 
of  discovering  the  temper  and  the  mind  by  the  countenance  or 
face.  Like  its  kindred  sciences,  Phrenology  and  Chiromancy, 
it  must  be  carefully  studied,  and  considerable  practice  is  neces- 
sary to  enable  us  to  use  it  with  absolute  correctness.  In  deter- 
mining characters  we  should  never  depend  upon  a  single  fea- 
ture to  the  exclusion  of  the  rest,  for  an  evil  tendency  of  the 
mind,  as  indicated  by  a  portion  of  the  countenance,  may  be  en- 
tirely overbalanced  and  counteracted  by  characteristics  as  indi- 
cated by  some  better  favored  feature. 


THE  FACE  m  GEJ^ERAL. 

1.  The  face  that  is  round,  plump  and  ruddy  tells  the 
person  to  be  of  an  agreeable  temper,  faithful  in  love;  in  a  man, 
it  denotes  him  to  be  easily  led  astray. 

2.  The  face  that  is  smooth,  well-proportioned  features,  denotes 
a  good  disposition,  but  inclined  to  be  suspicious;  strongly  ad- 
dicted to  the  pleasures  of  love,  and  agreeable  conversation. 

3.  A  face  with  very  prominent  cheek  bones  and  thin,  shows  a 
very  restless  disposition,  fretful,  and  always  imagining  evil. 

4.  A  person  naturally  pale  denotes  the  person  amorous. 

5.  A  face  of  a  sickly  white  denotes  a  very  malicious  disposition, 
false  and  very  inconstant. 

6.  A  countenance  that  is  pleasant,  with  red  hair,  shows  the 
party  to  be  very  talkative,  and  at  times  very  quarrelsome,  posi- 
tive in  theii'  own  opinioxis,  and  very  amorous. 
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7.  The  person  whose  features  are  stiong,  coarse  and  unpleas 
tnt  to  the  eye,  is  of  a  selfish,  brutal,  rough  and  unsociable  dispo- 
sition; greedy  of  money,  harsh  in  expressions,  but  will  some 
times  fawn  with  a  bad  grace  to  gain  his  ends. 

8.  A  face  whose  cheek  bones  jut  out  with  thin  jaws  is  of  a 
restless  and  thinking  disposition,  but  penetrating  and  apt  to 
be  fretful. 

9.  A  face  that  is  pale  by  nature,  denotes  a  timorous  disposi- 
tion, but  greatly  desirous  of  carnal  pleasures. 

10.  A  face  that  is  unequally  red,  whether  streaked  or  appear- 
ing in  spots,  shows  the  person  to  be  weak  both  in  mind  and 
hody,  yielding  easily  to  affliction  and  sickness. 


THE  HEAD. 

1.  The  head  that  is  large  and  round  shows  that  the  person 
has  a  tolerable  understanding,  but  not  near  so  good  as  he 
imagines ;  however,  upon  the  whole,  he  is  rather  harmless,  and 
not  so  much  given  to  vice. 

2.  The  head  that  is  small  and  round,  or  if  the  face  comes 
tapering,  shows  the  person  of  an  acute,  penetrating  disposition, 
much  given  to  bantering  and  humor,  but  of  very  great  sensi- 
bility. 

3.  The  head  that  is  flat  on  either  side,  and  deep  from  the  face 
to  the  back,  shows  the  person  to  be  of  a  good  understanding, 
deep  penetration,  great  memory,  and  of  an  even  and  agreeable 
temper,  but  of  slow  belief,  and  not  easily  imposed  upon. 


THE  FOREHEAD. 

1.  The  forehead  flat  in  the  middle,  shows  either  sex  to  be  proud 
and  ungenerous,  very  curious  to  know  the  secrets  of  others, 
and  very  violent  in  love  affairs. 

2.  If  the  forehead  projects  over  the  eye  brows,  running  flat  up 
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to  the  hair,  the   possessor  will  be  insolent  and  treacherous,  in- 
juring every  one,  but  never  forgiving  an  injury 

3.  The  forehead  that  is  large,  round  and  smooth  announce! 
the  lady  or  gentlemen  to  be  frank,  open,  generous,  free  and 
good-natured,  and  a  safe  companion;  of  a  good  understanding, 
scorning  to  be  guilty  of  any  mean  action;  faithful  to  his 
promises,  just  in  his  dealings,  steadfast  in  his  engagements,  and 
sincere  in  his  affections;  he  will  enjoy  a  moderate  state  of 
health. 

4.  If  there  be  a  hollow  across  the  forehead,  in  the  middle, 
with  a  ridge  as  of  flesh  above,  and  another  below,  the  gentle 
man  will  be  a  good  scholar,  and  the  lady  a  great  manufacturer, 
or  attentive  to  whatever  occupation  she  may  be  engaged  in. 
They  will  be  warm  in  argument  oi  debate — they  will  be  firm 
and  steady  in  any  point  they  fix  their  minds  upon,  and  by  their 
perseverance  will  generally  carry  their  object,  yet  they  will 
meet  with  many  crosses,  but  will  bear  them  with  patience. 

5.  If  the  temples  are  hollow,  with  the  bones  advancing 
towards  the  forehead  on  either  side,  so  that  the  space  between 
must  be  necessarily  flat,  with  a  small  channel  or  indenture  ris- 
ing from  the  upper  part  of  the  nose  to  the  hair,  the  gentleman 
or  lady  will  be  of  a  daring  and  intrepid  temper,  introducing 
themselves  into  matters  where  they  have  no  business,  desirous 
of  passing  for  wits,  and  of  a  subtle  and  enterprising  nature; 
greedy  of  praise,  quick  in  quarrel,  and  of  a  wandering  dispo- 
sition; very  lewd,  and  full  of  resentment  when  they  feel 
their  pride  hurt.  In  short,  they  delight  in  mischief  making  and 
quarrels. 


THE  EYES. 

1.  The  eyes  that  are  large,  full  and  clear,  denotes  the  possessor 
to  be  void  of  leceit,  of  an  agreeable  disposition,  modest  and 
bashful,  particularly  in  affairs  of  love. 

2.  The  eye  that  is  small  but  advanced  in  the  head  shows  the 
gentleman  or  lad}^  to  be  of  quick  wit,  sound  constitution,  lively 
genius,  agreeable  company  and  conversation,  good  morals,  but 
rather  inclined  to  jealousy;  attentive  to  business,  fond  of  fre- 
quently changing  his  place,  punctual  in  fulfilling  his  engage 
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-stents,  warm  in  love,  prosperous  in  his  undertakings,  and  gen- 
erally fortunate  in  most  things. 

3.  The  gentleman  or  lady  whose  eyes  are  sunk  in  the  head, 
is  of  a  jealous,  distrustful,  malicious,  and  envious  nature;  de- 
ceitful in  their  words  and  actions,  never  to  be  depended  upon; 
cunning  in  overreaching  others,  vain-glorious,  and  associates 
with  lewd  or  bad  company. 

4.  The  gentleman  or  lady  who  squints,  or  have  their  eyes 
turned  awry,  will  be  of  a  penurious  disposition,  but  punctual 
in  their  dealings. 

5.  A  black  eye  is  lively,  brisk,  and  penetrating,  and  proves 
the  person  who  possesses  it  to  be  of  sprightly  wit,  lively 
conversation,  not  easily  imposed  upon,  of  a  sound  under- 
standing, but  if  taken  on  the  weak  side,  may  be  led  astray  for 
a  while. 

6.  A  hazel  eye  shows  the  person  to  be  of  a  subtle,  piercing 
and  frolicsome  turn,  rather  inclined  to  be  arch,  and  sometimes 
mischievous,  but  good-natured  at  the  bottom.  He  will  be 
strongly  inclined  to  love,  and  not  over  delicate  in  the  means  of 
gratifying  that  propensity. 

7.  A  blue  eye  shows  the  person  to  be  of  a  meek  and  gentle 
temper,  affable  and  good-natured,  credulous,  and  incapable  of 
violent  attachments;  ever  modest,  cool,  and  undisturbed  by 
turbulent  passions,  of  a  strong  memory,  in  constitution  neither 
robust  nor  delicate,  subject  to  no  violent  impressions  from  the 
vicissitudes  of  life,  whether  good  or  bad. 

8.  A  gray  eye  denotes  the  person  to  be  of  weak  intellect, 
devoid  of  wit,  bui  a  plain,  plodding,  downright  drudge,  that 
will  act  as  he  is  spirited  up  by  others.  He  will  be  slow  in  learn- 
ing anything  that  requires  attention;  he,  however,  will  be  just 
to  the  best  of  his  understanding. 

9.  A  wall  eye  denotes  the  person  to  be  of  a  hasty,  passion- 
ate, and  ungovernable  temper,  subject  to  sudden  and  violent 
anger;  haughty  to  his  equals  and  superiors,  but  mild  and  affi*- 
blc  to  his  inferiors. 

10.  A  red,  or  as  it  is  vulgarly  called,  a  saucer  eye,  denoteji 
the  person  to  be  selfish,  deceitful,  and  proud,  and  furious  iu 
anger,  fertile  in  the  invention  of  plots,  and  indefatigible  it 
his  resolutions  to  bring  them  to  bear. 
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11.  A  person  of  downcast  eyes,  when  speaking  to  you,  is  aii 
enemy,  a  deceiver,  and  a  designing  person.  Tliis  fault  is  very 
bad  in  a  person  of  very  small  face  and  features,  a  low  f oreheacl, 
and  broad  chin  turning  rather  upward  ;  for  you  may  expect 
to  find  evil  in  them  ;  carefully  avoid  a  person  that  does  not 
look  you  in  the  face  when  you  are  speaking  to  them. 


THE  NOSE.  ^ 

1.  A  great  nose  shows  a  good  man  ;  a  little  nose  a  deceitful 
person,  A  sharp  nose  denotes  an  angry  person  and  a  scold ; 
thick  and  low,  a  person  of  bad  manners. 

2.  A  nose  that  comes  even  on  the  ridge,  flat  on  the  sides, 
with  little  or  no  hollow  between  the  eyes,  declares  the  man  to 
be  sulky,  indolent,  disdainful,  treacherous,  and  self-sufficient; 
if  it  has  a  point  descending  over  the  nostrils,  he  is  avaricious 
and  unfeeling,  vain-glorious  and  ignorant;  peevish,  jealous, 
quick  in  resentment,  yet  a  coward  at  the  bottom. 

3.  A  nose  that  rises  with  a  sudden  bulge  a  little  below  the 
eyes,  and  then  falls  again  into  a  kind  of  hollow  below,  is  pet- 
ulent  and  noisy,  void  of  science,  and  of  a  very  light  under- 
standing. 

4.  The  nose  that  is  small,  slender  and  peaked,  shows  the 
person  to  be  of  a  fearful  disposition,  jealous,  fretful  and  in- 
sidious, ever  suspicious  of  those  about  him,  catching  at  every 
word  that  he  can  interpret  to  his  own  advantage  to  ground  his 
dispute  upon,  and  also  very  curious  to  know  what  is  said  and 
done. 

5.  The  nose  that  is  small,  tapering,  round  in  the  nostrils, 
and  cocked  up,  shows  the  person  to  be  ingenious,  smart,  and 
of  a  quick  apprehension,  giddy,  and  seldom  looking  into  con- 
sequeuces;  but  generous ;  agreeable,  so  as  to  carefully  avoid  giv- 
ing olfence;  but  resolute  in  doing  himself  justice  when  he  re- 
ceives an  injury. 
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THE  LIPS. 

1.  The  lips  that  are  thick,  soft  and  long,  announces  the 
person  to  be  of  weak  intellect  credulous,  and  slightly  peevish; 
but  by  a  little  soothing  easily  brought  back  to  a  good  humor. 
He  is  much  addicted  to  the  pleasures  of  love,  and  scarcely  mod- 
erate in  the  enjoyment  of  them;  yet  he  is  upright  in  his  con- 
duct, and  of  a  timorous  temper. 

2.  If  the  under  lip  is  much  thicker  than  the  upper,  and 
more  prominent,  the  person  is  of  a  weak  understanding,  but 
artful,  knavisli,  and  given  to  chicanery  to  the  full  extent  of 
his  ability. 

3.  The  lips  that  are  moderately  plump  and  even,   declare 
the  person  to  be  good-humored,   humane,   sensible,   judicious^ 
and  just,  neither  giddy  nor  torpid,  but  pursuing  in   every  par- 
ticular a  just  medium. 

4.  The  lips  that  are  thin  and  sunk  inwards,  denotes  the 
person  to  be  of  a  subtle  and  persevering  disposition,  everlasting 
in  hatred,  and  never  sparing  any  pains  to  compass  his  revenge; 
in  love  or  friendship  much  more  moderate  and  uncertain, 

5.  Thin  lips  with  a  little  mouth,  show  an  effeminate  person; 
slender,  thin  and  fine  lips  betoken  eloquence;  fleshy  and  great 
lips,  a  fool.  And  those  whose  teeth  project  are  generally  un- 
faithful ;  also   much  addicted   to  the  love  of  strange  women. 


THE  CHIK 

1.  The  chin  that  is  round,  with  a  hollow  between  it  and  the 
lip,  shows  the  person  to  be  of  a  good-humored  disposition,  kind 
and  honest;  he  is  sincere  in  his  friendship,  and  ardent  in  his 
love;  his  understanding  is  good,  and  his  genius  capacious.  If 
he  has  a  dimple,  it  makes  him  better. 

2.  The  chin  that  comes  down  flat  from  the  edge  of  the  lip, 
and  ends  in  a  kind  of  chisel  form,  shows  the  person  to  be  silly, 
credulous,  ill-lcmpered,  and  greedy  of  unmerited  honors;  cap- 
tious, wavering,  and  unsteady;  he  will  affect  great  modesty  in 
the  presence  of  others,  though  he  will  not  scruple  to  do  the 
vilest  actions  when  he  thinks  himself  secure  from  discovery. 
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3.  The  chin  that  is  pointed  upwards,  shows  the  person  to 
be  much  given  to  contrivances.  However  fair  he  may  speak 
to  you,  you  can  never  depend  on  his  friendship,  as  his  purpose 
is  only  to  make  you  subservient  to  his  own  designs.  In  love 
his  generosity  will  be  of  the  same  stamp. 

4.  A  long  chin,  especially  in  a  married  female,  denotes  her  to 
be  of  a  wicked  disposition,  and  in  a  man,  very  indiscreet  and 
talkative  ;  a  little  chin  shows  inveteracy  and  malice  ;  a  broad 
chin  poking  forward  denotes  the  possessor  to  be  deceitful  and 
ungrateful,  and  capable  of  imposing  on  their  best  friends,  and 
of  a  debauched  life. 

5.  A  round  chin  and  dimpled  shows  good  nature,  but  much  ad 
dieted  to  pleasure  ;  those  who  have  a  valley  at  the  joining  of 
tlie  jaws  are  capable  of  treachery.  If  the  forehead  is  well 
formed  and  smooth  it  is  a  sign  that  the  possessor  is  generous, 
tender, and  good-natured,  possessing  a  good  share  of  understand- 
ing, faithful  in  business,  and  sincere  in  his  affections  ;  but  if 
this  is  accompanied  by  a  long  face,  is  greatly  given  to  de- 
bauchery, and  though  at  times  fond  of  his  partner  and  near 
connections,  yet  he  is  very  inconstant. 


THE  HAIR. 

1.  The  gentleman  whose  hair  is  very  black  and  smooth,  hang- 
ing far  over  his  shoulders,  and  in  large  quantity,  is  mild  but  res- 
olute; cool,  until  greatly  provoked;  not  much  inclined  to  ex- 
cess of  any  kind,  but  he  may  be  persuaded  to  it.  He  is  constant 
in  his  attachments,  and  not  liable  to  m  ny  misfortunes. 

2.  A  lady  of  the  same  kind  of  hair  is  moderate  in  her  desires 
of  every  kind,  addicted  to  reflection,  and  though  not  subject  to 
violence  in  love,  is  steady  in  her  attachments,  and  no  enemy  to 
its  pleasures;  of  a  constitution  neither  vigorous  nor  feeble. 

3.  If  the  hair  is  very  black,  short  and  curling,  the  gentleman 
will  be  much  given  to  liquor,  somewhat  quarrelsome,  and  of 
an  unsettled  temper;  more  amorous,  and  less  steady  in  his  un- 
dertakings, but  ardent  at  the  beginning  of  an  enterprise.  He 
will  be  desirous  of  riches,  but  will  often  be  disappointed  in  hii 
wishes  therein. 

\  The  same  may  be  said  of  a  lady. 
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5.  A  p^entleman  "with  dark  brown,  long  and  smootli  hair  is 
generally  of  a  robust  constitution;  obstinate  in  his  temper, 
eager  in  his  pursuits,  a  lover  of  the  fair  sex,  fond  of  variety, 
in  his  ordin^a-y  pursuits  exceedingly  curious,  and  of  a  flexible 
disposition.  He  will  live  long,  unless  guilty  of  early  intemper- 
ance, 

6.  A  laay  of  the  same  kind  of  hair  will  he  nearly  the  same 
as  the  gentleman,  but  more  steady  in  her  conduct  and  attach- 
ments, especially  in  love.  She  will  be  of  a  good  constitution, 
have  many  children,  enjoy  good  health  and  a  reasonable  share 
of  happiness. 

7.  If  the  hair  is  short  and  bushy  it  will  make  very  little  alter- 
ation in  the  gentleman  or  lady,  but  that  the  gentleman  will  be 
more  forward  \o  strike  when  provoked,  and  the  lady  will  be 
more  of  a  scold. 

8.  A  gentleman  with  light  brown,  long,  smooth  hair,  is  of  a 
peaceable,  even  and  rather  generous  temper;  will  prevent  mis- 
chief if  in  his  power,  but  when  very  much  provoked  will  strike 
furiously  ;  but  is  afterwards  sorry  for  his  passion,  and  soon  ap- 
peased; strongly  attached  to  the  company  of  ladies,  and  will 
protect  them  from  insult.  Upon  the  whole,  he  is  in  general  an 
amicable  character,  affable  and  kind. 

9.  A  lady  with  the  same  kind  of  hair  is  tender-hearted,  but 
hasty  in  temper;  neither  obstinate  nor  haughty;  i>er  inclinations 
to  love  never  unreasonable;  her  constitution  will  be  good,  but 
she  will  be  seldom  very  fortunate. 

10.  A  gentleman  with  fair  hair  will  be  of  a  weak  constitution; 
his  mind  given  much  to  reflection,  especially  in  religious  mat- 
ters. He  will  be  assiduous  in  his  occupation,  but  not  given  to 
rambling ;  very  moderate  in  his  amorous  wishes,  but  will  not  live 
to  an  old  age. 

11.  A  lady  of  this  colored  hair  is  of  a  good  constitution; 
never  to  be  diverted  from  her  purposes;  passionate  in  love 
affairs;  never  easy  unless  in  company,  and  delights  in  hearing 
herself  praised,  especially  for  beauty;  delights  in  dancing  and 
strong  exercises,  and  commonly  lives  to  a  great  age. 

12.  A  gentleman  with  long  hair  is  cunning,  artful  and  de- 
ceitful; he  is  much  addicted  to  traffic  of  some  kind,  restless  in 
his  disposition,  constantly  roving,  and  desirous  of  enjoying  the 
pleasures  of  love.     He  "is  covetous  of   getting  money,  and 
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spends  it  foolishly;  he  is  indefatigible,  and  no  obstacle  will  in- 
duce him  to  forsake  his  enterprise  until  he  has  seen  the  issue  of 
it.  lie  is  inclined  to  timidity,  but  by  reflection  may  correct  it, 
and  pass  for  a  man  of  courage. 

13.  A  lady  of  the  same  kind  of  hair  is  glib  of  tongue,  talka- 
tive and  vain;  her  temper  is  impatient  and  fiery,  and  will  not 
submit  to  contradiction;  she  has  a  constant  flow  of  spirits,  and 
much  given  to  the  pleasures  of  love.  However  delicate  her 
spirits  may  seem,  her  constitution  is  generally  vigorous;  but 
she  seldom  lives  to  see  old  age,  for  obvious  reasons;  her  pi-om- 
ises  are  seldom  to  be  depended  on,  because  the  next  object  that 
engrosses  her  attention  makes  her  forgetful  of  everything  that 
preceded  it,  and  will  always  resent  any  disappointment  she  may 
meet  with. 

14.  If  the  hair  falls  off  at  the  fore  part  of  the  head,  the  per 
son  will  be  easily  led,  though  otherwise  rational,  and  wi  1  often 
be  duped  when  he  thinks  he  is  acting  right;  he  will  likewise 
frequently  meet  with  disappointments  in  money  matters,  which 
will  either  hurt  his  credit,  or  force  him  to  shorten  his  expenses. 

15.  If  the  hair  falls  off  behind,  he  will  be  obstinate,  peevish, 
passionate  and  fond  of  commanding  others,  though  he  has  no 
right,  and  will  grow  angry  if  his  advice  is  not  followed.  How- 
ever preposterous,  he  will  be  fond  of  hearing  and  telling  old 
stories  and  tales  of  ghosts  and  fairies,  but  will  be  a  good  do 
mestic  man,  and  provide  for  his  family  to  the  utmost  of  hi& 
power. 

16.  If  the  hair  forms  an  arch  round  the  forehead,  without 
being  much  indented  at  the  temples,  both  the  gentleman  and 
the  lady  will  be  innocent,  credulous,  moderate  in  all  their  de- 
sires, and  though  not  ardent  in  their  pursuits,  will  still  be  per 
severing.  They  will  be  modest,  good-natured,  prosperous  and 
happy. 

17.  If  the  hair  is  indented  at  the  temples,  the  person  will  be 
affable,  steady,  good-natured,  prudent,  and  attentive  to  busi- 
ness., of  a  solid  constitution,  and  long  lived. 

18.  If  the  hair  descends  low  upon  the  forehead,  the  person 
will  be  selfish  and  designing;  of  a  surly  disposition,  unsociable, 
and  given  to  drinking.  He  will  also  be  addicted  to  avarice,  and 
his  mind  will  always  be  intent  upon  the  means  of  carrying  oa 
his  schemes.

1.  When  the  eyebrows  meet  across  the  nose,  and  are  large,  the 
person  is  uncoramonly  harsh,  ungenerous,  unsettled  and  design 
ing,  though  very  proud. 

2.  If  the  eyebrows  are  very  hairy,  and  that  hair  long  and 
curled,  with  several  of  tlie  hairs  starting  out,  the  gentleman  or 
lady  is  of  a  gloomy  disposition,  litigous  and  quarrelsome, 
although  a  coward;  greedy  after  the  affairs  of  this  world,  per- 
petually brooding  over  some  melancholy  subject  and  not  an 
agreeable  companion.  He  will  be  diffident,  penurious,  and 
weak  in  his  understanding;  never  addicted  to  any  kind  of 
learning.  He  will  pretend  much  friendship,  but  will  make  his 
affected  passion  subservient  to  his  pecuniary  designs,  and  also 
given  to  drinking. 

3.  If  a  gentleman  or  lady  has  long  eyebrows,  with  some 
long  hairs,  they  will  be  of  a  fickle  disposition,  weak-minded, 
credulous  and  vain,  always  seeking  after  novelties,  and  neglect- 
ing their  own  business;  they  will  be  talkative,  pert  and  dis- 
agreeable in  company;  very  fond  of  contradiction,  but  will  not 
bear  disappointment  patiently;  and  also  will  be  much  addicted 
to  drinking. 

4.  If  the  eyebrows  are  thick  and  even,  that  is,  without  any 
or  with  few  starting  hairs,  the  gentleman  or  lady  will  be  of  an 
agreeable  temper,  sound  understanding,  and  tolerable  wit; 
moderately  addicted  to  pleasure,  fearful  of  giving  offense,  but 
intrepid  and  persevering  in  support  of  right;  charitable  and 
generous,  sincere  in  their  professions  of  love  and  friendship, 
and  enjoy  a  good  constitution. 

5.  If  the  eyebrow  is  small,  thin  of  hair,  and  even,  the  gen- 
tleman or  lady  will  be  weak-minded,  timorous,  superficial,  and 
not  to  be  depended  on;  they  will  be  desirous  of  knowledge, 
but  will  not  have  patience  and  assiduity  enough  to  give  it 
the  necessary  attention;  they  will  be  desirous  of  praise  for 
worthy  actions,  but  will  not  have  the  spirit  or  perseverance 
enough  to  perform  them  in  that  degree  of  excellence  that  is 
requisite  to  attract  the  notice  of  wise  men.

6.  If  the  eyebrow  is  thick  of  hair  towards  the  nose,  and 
goes  off  suddenly  very  thin,  ending  in  a  point,  the  gentleman 
or  lady  will  be  surly,  capricious,  jealous,  fretful,  and  easily 
provoked  to  rage;  in  their  love  they  will  be  intemperate. 
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THE  NOSTRILS. 

The  nostrils  thick  and  strong,  betoken  strength  ;  if  round, 
f^ir,  drawn  in  length,  merry  and  courageous.  The  nostrils 
n  rrow  and  round  betoken  a  foolish  person. 


THE  MOUTH. 

A  large  mouth,  with  upper  lip  hanging  over,  signifies  a  foolish 
U'iSteadfast  person. 


THE  BODY. 

Strength  of  Body  is  known  by  stiff  hair,  large  bones,  fiiTn 
and  robust  limbs,  short  muscular  neck,  firm  and  erect,  the  head 
b'-oad  and  high,  the  forehead  short,  hard  and  peaked,  with 
ri'istly  hair,  large  feet,  rather  thick  and  broad,  a  harsh,  unequal 
^jice,  and  choleric  complexion. 

Weakness  of  Body  is  distinguished  by  a  small  ill-propor- 
tioned head,  narrow  shoulders,  soft  skin,  and  melancholy  com- 
c.exion. 

The  Signs  of  Long  Life  are  strong  teeth,  a  sanguine  temper- 
ament, middle  size,  large,  deep,  and  ruddy  lines  in  the  hand; 
ihrge  muscles,  stooping  shoulders,  full  chest,  firm  flesh,  clear 
^^omplexion,  slow  growth,  wide  ears  and  large  eyelids. 

Short  Life  may  be  inferred  from  a  thick  tongue,  the  appear 
■f  ice  of  grinders  before  the  age  of  puberty,  thin,  straggling 
•i.id  uneven  teeth,   confused  lines  in  the  hand,  of  a  quick  but 
small  growth. 

A  Good  Genius  may  be  expected  from  a  thin  skin,  middle 
stature,  blue  bright  eyes,  fair  complexion,  straight  and  pretty 
strong  hair,  and  affable  aspect,  the  eyebrows  joined,  moderation 
in  mirth,  an  open,  cheerful  countenance,  and  the  temples  a 
Zittle  concave. 

A  Dunce  may  be  known  by  a  swollen  neck,  plump  arms, 
fides  and  loins,  a  round  head,  concave  behind,  a  large  fleshy 
torehead,  pale  eyes,  a  heavy  dull  look,  small  joints,  snuffling 
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nostrils,  and  a  proneness  to  laughter,  little  hands,  and  ill-pro- 
portioned head,  either  too  big  or  too  little,  blubber  lips,  short 
fingers,  and  thick  legs. 

Fortitude  is  promised  from  a  wide  mouth,  a  sonoious  voice, 
grave,  slow,  and  always  equal,  upright  posture,  large  eyes, 
pretty  open  and  steadfast,  the  hair  high  above  the  forehead, 
the  head  much  compressed  or  flattened,  the  forehead  square 
and  high,  the  extremities  large  and  robust,  the  neck  firm 
though  not  fleshy,  a  large,  corpulent  chest,  and  brown  com- 
plexion. 

Boldness  is  characterized  by  a  prominent  mouth,  rugged  ap- 
pearance, rough  forehead,  arched  eyebrows,  large  nostrils  and 
teeth,  short  neck,  great  arms,  ample  chest,  square  shoulders, 
and  a  forward  countenance. 

Prudence  is  generally  distinguished  by  a  head  w  hich  is  flat 
on  the  sides,  broad  square  forehead  a  little  concave  in  the  mid- 
dle, a  soft  voice,  a  large  chest,  ihln  hair,  light  eyes,  either  blue, 
brown  or  black,  large  ears,  and  an  aquiline  nose. 

A  Good  Memory  is  commonly  attached  to  those  who  are 
smaller,  yet  better  formed  in  the  upper  than  in  the  lower  parts, 
not  fat  but  fleshy,  of  a  fair  delecate  skin,  with  the  poll  of  the 
head  uncovered,  crooked  nose,  teeth  thick  set,  large  ears,  with 
plenty  of  cartilage. 

A  Bad  Memory  is  observable  in  persons  who  are  larger  in 
their  superior  than  inferior  parts,  fleshy  though  dry  and  bald. 

A  Good  Imagination  and  Thoughtful  Disposition  is  distin- 
guished by  a  large  prominent  forehead,  a  fixed  and  attentive 
look,  slow  respiration,  and  an  inclination  of  the  head, 

A  Good  Sight  is  enjoyed  by  those  persons  who  have  generally 
black,  thick,  straight  eye- lashes,  large  bushy  eyebrows,  concave 
eyes,  contracted  as  it  were  inwards. 

Short -Sighted  People  have  a  stern,  earnest  look,  small,  short 
eyebrows,  large  pupils,  and  prominent  eyes. 

Sense  of  Hearing.  Those  who  possess  the  same  in  perfection^ 
have  ears  well  furnished  with  gristle,  well  channeled  and  hairy.' 

The  Sense  of  Smelling  is  most  perfect  in  those  who  have  large 
noses,  descending  very  near  the  mouth,  neither  too  moist  nor 
too  dry. 
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A  Nice  Faculty  of  Tasting  is  peculiar  to  such  as  have  a 
spongy,  porous,  soft  tongue,  well  moistened  with  saliva,  yet 
not  wet. 

Delicacy  in  the  Touch  belongs  to  those  who  have  a  soft  skin, 
sensible  nerves,  and  nervous  sinews,  moderately  warm  and  dry. 

Irascibility  is  accompanied  by  an  erect  posture,  a  clear 
skin,  a  solemn  voice,  open  nostrils,  moist  temi)les,  displaying 
superficial  veins,  thick  neck,  equal  use  of  bolh  hands 
quick  pace,  blood-shot  eyes,  large,  unequal,  ill-arranged  teeth, 
and  choleric  disposition. 

Timorousness  resides  where  we  find  a  concave  neck,  pale 
color,  weak  winking  eyes,  soft  eyes,  soft  hair,  smooth  plump 
breast,  shrill,  tremulous  voice,  small  mouth,  thin  lips,  broad 
thin  hands,  and  small,  shambling  foot. 

Melancholy  is  denoted  by  a  wrinkled  countenance,  dejected 
e}'es,  meeting  eyebrows,  slow  pace,  fixed  look,  and  deliberate 
respiration. 

An  am.orous  Disposition  may  be  known  by  a  fair,  slender 
fa'^^-e,  a  redundancy  of  hair,  rough  temples,  broad  forehead, 
moist  shining  eyes,  wide  nostrils,  narrow  shoulders,  haiiy 
hands  and  arms,  well  shaped  legs. 

Gaiety  attends  a  serene,  open  forehead,  rosy,  agreeable  coun- 
tenance, a  sweet  musical  tone  of  voice,  an  agile  body,  and  soft 
flesh. 

Envy  appears  with  a  wrinkled  forehead,  frowning,  dejected, 
and  squinting  look,  a  pale,  melancholy  countenance,  and  a  dry, 
rough  skin. 

Intrepidity  often  resides  in  a  small  body,  with  red  curled 
hair,  ruddy  countenance,  frowning  eyebrows,  arched  and 
meeting,  eyes  blue  or  yellowish,  large  mouth,  and  red  lines  in 
the  hand. 

Gentleness  or  compalcency  may  be  distinguished  by  a  soft 
and  moist  palm,  frequency  of  shutting  the  eyes,  soft  movement, 
slow  speech,  soft,  straight  and  lightish  colored  hair. 

Bashfulness  may  be  discovered  by  moist  eyes,  never  wide 
open,  eyebrows  frequently  lowered,  blushing  cheeks,  moderate 
pace,  slow  and  submissive  speech,  bent  body,  and  glowing  ear^ 
*f  a  puiple  hue. 
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Temperance  or  sobriety  is  accompanied  with  equal  respiration, 
a  moderated  sized  mouth,  smooth  temples,  eyes  of  an  ordinary 
size;  either  fair  on  azure,  and  a  short,  flat  body. 

Strengtli  of  mind  is  signified  by  light  curled  hair,  a  small 
body,  shining  eyes,  but  a  little  depressed,  a  grave,  intense 
voice,  bushy  beard,  large,  broad  back  and  shoulders. 

Pride  stands  confessed  with  large  eyebrows,  a  large  prominent 
mouth,  a  broad  chest,  slow  pace,  erected  head,  shrugging 
shoulders,  and  starmg  eyes. 

Luxury  dwells  with  a  ruddy  or  pale  complexion,  downy 
temples,  bald  pate,  little  eyes,  thick  neck,  corpulent  body, 
large  nose,  thin  eyebrows,  and  hands  covered  with  a  kind  of 
down. 

Loquacity  may  be  expected  from  a  bushy  beard,  broad  fingers, 
pointed  tongue,  eyes  of  a  ruddy  hue,  a  large  prominent  upper 
lip,  and  sharp  pointed  nose. 

Perverseness  may  be  dreaded  when  we  perceive  a  high  fore- 
head, firm,  short,  thick,  immovable  neck,  quick  speech,  im- 
moderate laughter,  fiery  eyes,  and  short  fleshy  hands  and 
fingers 


SIGNS   AND  AUGURIES. 


However  skeptical  some  persons  may  profess  to  be  on  the 
subject  of  signs,  auguries,  and  forewarnings,  still  few  will 
venture  to  deny  that  in  innumerable  instances  those  admonitions 
and  forewarnings  have  been  speeddily  followed  by  events  of  a 
pleasant  or  a  painful  nature  to  those  who  have  received  them.

An  itching  of  the  lips  is  a  sign  that  some  one  is  speaking  dJB- 
respectfully  of  you. 

When  you  are  affected  by  an  itching  on  the  back  of  your 
neck ,  be  assured  that  either  yourself  or  some  one  nearly  re- 
lated to  you,  is  about  to  suffer  a  violent  death. 

An  itching  on  the  right  shoulder,  signifies  that  you  will

THE  WEATHER.

In  summer  time  when  the  swallows  fly  near  to  the  ground, 
rainy  weather  will  assuredly  soon  follow. 

The  shrill  crowing  of  the  cock  during  rainy  weather  is  a  sign 
that  drought  will  speedily  prevail. 

When  the  smoke  from  the  chimney  falls  down  toward  the 
ground,  instead  of  rising  upward,  it  is  a  sign  that  rainy  weath- 
er will  soon  follow. 

If  on  a  foggy  morning  in  summer  the  fog  rises  upward,  it 
will  be  a  fine  day;  if  the  fog  falls  to  the  ground,  it  will  be 
wet. 

When,  in  summer  time,  you  see  cattle  grazing  in  a  field  and 
gathering  together  in  groups,  be  assured  that  a  thunder-storm 
is  approaching. 

When  you  see  the  fowls  in  the  farm-yard  flocking  together 
under  some  covert,  be  assured  that  ungenial  weather  is  about  to 
succeed. 

When  the  crows  on  flying  over  your  head  make  an  extraordi- 
nary and  discordant  cawing,  rain  will  come  on  shortly. 

When  you  see  your  dog  or  cat  more  than  ordinarily  restless, 
frisking  about  the  house  in  all  directions,  be  assured  that  some 
boisterous  weather  will  shortly  follow. 

In  rainy  weather,  when  you  hear  the  chiriping  of  the  spar- 
rows on  the  house- top  more  shrill  than  usual,  it  is  a  sign  that 
clear  and  dry  weather  will  quickly  succeed. 

When  you  see  a  vapory  fluid  resting  upon  a  stagnant  pond  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  day,  you  may  conclude  that  rainy  weather 
will  shortly  come  on.  Should  the  vapor  ascend  and  clear  away, 
a  continued  draught  may  be  anticipated. 

In  summer,  when  the  atmosphere  is  dense  and  heavy,  and 
there  is  scarcely  a  breath  of  air,  be  assured  that  a  thunder-stcrm 
is  coming  on. 

When  the  firmament  is  lighted  up  with  meteoric  phenomena, 
such  as  falling  stars,  globes  of  fire,  &c.,  changeable  and  boist 
erous  weather  may  be  expected  to  prevail. 
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\Yhen  the  rising  sun  appears  like  a  solid  mass  of  fervent- 
heated  metal,  and  no  rays  appear  to  emanate  therefrom,  fine 
and  dry  weather  may  be  confidently  anticipated. 

When  the  sun  sets  in  a  halo  of  ruddy  brightness,  genial  and 
bright  weather  may  be  fully  relied  on  for  the  coming  day. 

When  the  moon  appears  of  a  ruddy  hue,  stormy  and  boister- 
ous weather  may  be  expected  to  follow. 

When  the  stars  appear  of  a  sparkling  brightness,  fine  and 
genial  weather  may  be  expected  to  prevail  for  some  time. 
Should  the  stars  appear  obscure  and  dim,  changeable  and  rainy 
weather  may  be  apticipated. 

The  luminous  appearance  of  the  Aurora  Borealis,  or  Northern 
Lights,  iu  the  firmament,  fortells  the  approach  of  stormy  and 
boisterous  weather. 

When  the  setting  sun  in  the  autumn  or  winter  seasons  appears 
ruddy,  it  is  a  sign  that  high  and  boisterous  winds  may  be  ex- 
pected to  blow  from  the  north  and  north-west  When  the  sun 
at  its  rising  in  the  autumn  or  winter  seasons  appears  ruddy,  it 
fortells  that  high  and  lioisterous  winds  may  be  anticipated  to 
blow  from  the  south  and  south-east. 

When  the  sea-birds  are  observed  flocking  toward  the  shore, 
storms  and  tempests  may  be  confidently  expected. 

When  in  the  early  autumn  season  the  migratory  birds  are  seen 
flocking  together,  and  taking  their  departure,  it  is  a  certain  sign 
that  rough  and  boisterous  weather  is  approaching,  and  that  a 
severe  winter  may  be  anticipated. 

When  the  doves  around  a  dove-cote  make  a  more  than  ordi- 
nary cooing,  and  frequently  pass  in  and  out  of  their  cote,  it  is 
a  sign  that  a  change  of  weather  is  near. 

When  the  robin  approaches  your  habitation,  it  is  a  sign  that 
wintery  weather  will  shortly  prevail. 

When  there  is  a  thi-^k  vapory  mist  resting  on  the  tops  of  high 
hills  in  the  morning,  and  remains  there  during  the  day,  it  is  a 
sign  that  wet  and  ungenial  weather  may  be  anticipated.  Should 
the  mist  eventually  rise  upward,  and  be  evaporated  by  the  sun's 
rays,  a  return  to  fine  dry  weather  may  be  looked  for;  if,  how- 
ever, the  mist  falk  down  into  the  valley,  a  continuation  of  WPt 
weather  will  prevail.

Take  a  common  full-blown  rose,  and  having  thrown  flour 
of  sulphur  into  a  chatSng  dish  of  hot  coals,  hold  the  rose  over 
the  fumes  thereof,  and  if  it  change  to  w^hite,  you  will  most 
assuredly  become  very  rich,  but  if  it  change  to  drab,  or  nearly 
white,  you  will  never  be  very  rich,  and  will  meet  with  great 
misfortunes. 


THE  ANNISEED  CHARM. 

OR  HOW  TO   SUCCEED  IN  ANY  GREAT  UNDERTAKING. 

If  you  are  going  on  any  great  undertaking  and  wish  to  suc- 
ceed in  it,  you  should  annoit  your  head  and  feet  with  anni- 
seed,  and  cross  your  face  and  chest  with  red  chalk  ;  cut  three 
locks  of  your  hair  from  the  back  of  your  head,  make  a  good  fire 
with  coke  or  coal,  stand  in  front  of  the  same,  and  commit  the 
hair  to  the  flames,  repeating  the  following  verse  three  times 
without  once  drawing  breath  : — 

O  sweet  anniseed  do  assist  me, 
To  succeed  in  this,  and  I  will  bless  thee, 
For  a  great  undertaking  I  want  your  aid. 
Grant  me  the  same,  and  my  fortune  is  made. 

Watch  the  fire  till  the  last  spark  has  expired,  go  to  bed  at  mid- 
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night,  rise  at  four,  and  well  cleanse  your  skin  from  the  annoiiit- 
ment,  go  to  bed  again  until  five  o'clock,  then  get  up  and  com- 
mence operations,  and  you  will  be  sure  to  succeed. 


CHARM  OF  AFFECTIO]^. 

•OR  HOW  TO  TELL,  WHETHER  YOUR    BROTHER    OR  FATHER,    OB 

ANY  OTHER  RELATION  HAS  BEEN  SLAIN  OR  WOUNDED 

IN  A  BATTLE  THAT  HAS  JUST  BEEN  FOUGHT. 

When  you  hear  of  a  battle  having  been  fought,  in  which 
your  relation  has  been  engaged,  take  a  handful  of  common  salt 
and  place  it  on  a  piece  of  paper,  writing  paper  is  best,  and  place 
the  paper  of  salt  on  the  middle  of  a  round  mahogany  table,  then 
get  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  brimstone,  a  quarter  of  an  ounce 
of  blue  fire  and  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  red,  the  last  three 
articles  you  must  lay  separately  on  clean  white  plates,  putting 
them  in  the  form  of  a  triangle  round  the  paper  of  salt,  then 
take  the  paper  of  salt  and  empty  it  round  the  edges  of  the  plates 
containing  the  brimstone  and  the  blue  and  red  fire;  set  them 
all  on  fire  simultaneously,  and  if  the  brimstone  burns  out  first, 
your  relation  is  safe;  if  the  blue  light  burns  out  first,  he  is 
wounded;  but^if  the  red  light  burns  out  first,  he  has  been 
killed.

wheaten  flour,  into  a  cake  of  the  form  of  a  heart,  prick  it  with 
the  first  letters  of  your  name,  and  the  form  of  a  Maltese  cross; 
leave  the  cake  baking  over  the  fire,  as  it  will  have  great  infl^j- 
once  in  your  dream.

FOR      DREAMING     MORE      FULLY      ON      SUBJECTS     PREVIOUSLY 
DKEAIVIED. 

^  When  you  dream  any  particnlar  dream,  write  it  down  in  a 
circle,  on  a  round  piece  of  paper,  so  that  the  last  word  cornea 
into  the  middle,  and  place  it  under  your  pillow  on  going  to  bed, 
and  you  will  dream  more  fully  on  the  subject. 


THE  MYSTIC  SPELL. 

F©R  TESTING    WHETHER  A    SUPPOSED  FRIEND  IS  A  REAL  ONE 
OR  NOT,  OR  WHETHER   YOUR  LOVER  IS  TRUE  OR  FALSE. 

Get  three,  five,  seven,  nine,  eleven,  or  thirteen  leaden  bullets* 
they  must  be  new,  and  all  of  different  sizes,  and  must  not  have 
been  made  by  yourself.  If  you  are  a  male,  you  must  choose 
even  numbers  ;  if  a  female,  odd  ;  we  will  say,  for  comparison, 
that  you  are  a  female,  well,  you  get  seven  bullets,  according  to 
the  above  directions  ;  as  the  clock  strikes  ten,  you  must  bury 
them  in  the  ground,  seven  inches  deep,  that  is,  one  inch  for 
every  bullet  you  use,  this  you  must  do  six  consecutive  nights, 
taking  them  up  each  day  as  the  clock  strikes  the  same  hour, 
and  on  the  sixth  you  must  sprinkle  them  with  rose-water,  or 
lavender  water,  (either  will  do,  and  any  time  of  the  day  will  do 
for  this),  and  tie  them  in  your  left  sock  or  stocking  on  going  to 
bed,  placing  them  under-  your  pillow,  and  if  the  person  you  are 
testing  is  true,  he  will  appear  to  you  in  a  vision  in  the  course 
of  the  night,  if,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  playing  you  false,  you 
will  see  nothing.

ANY  FAULT  THAT  HAS  OFFENDED  HIM. 

Get  a  small  piece  of  red  blotting  paper,  about  two  inches 
square  and  cut  a  small  hole  in  the  center  with  your,  scissors,  (a 
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knife  will  not  do)  ;  take  a  needle  and  pierce  a  small  hole  in 
each  corner  of  the  paper,  then,  with  another  needle,  pierce  your 
thumbs  and  little  fingers  till  the  blood  flows,  then  wet  two  cor- 
ners of  the  paper  with  the  blood  from  your  1  little  fingers,  and 
the  other  two  with  the  blood  from  your  thumbs,  let  the  paper 
dry  and  then  burn  it,  repeating  the  following  verse  the  while  : — 

Come  to  me  miy  lover  calm, 

Be  generous,  kind,  and  free, 
Come  my  lover  to  my  arms, 

And  I'll  ever  think  of  thee. 

This  done,  your  lover  will  have  no  peace,  day  or  night,  until 
he  has  seen  and  forgiven  you. 


THE  CHARM  OF  LOVE. 

OR  HOW  TO  TELL  WHETHER  YOUR  LOVER  OR  SWEETHEART 
EVER  LOVED  ANY  ONE  ELSE. 

Take  seven  gray  peas  and  one  white  one,  which  must  have 
laid  in  dry  salt  for  three  days,  and  place  them  round  the  wick 
of  a  tallow  candle  while  it  is  lighted,  and  let  them  stay  there 
for  thirty  minutes  without  onee  snuffing  it,  then  take  them  out 
and  put  them  in  a  small  saucepan,  let  them  boil  over  a  slow 
fire  for  three  hours,  but  do  not  look  at  them  the  while,  then  strain 
them  off,  and  if  the  gray  one  has  boiled  soft  and  the  white  one 
has  kept  hard,  your  lover,  or  sweetheart,  never  loved  any  one 
else,'^but  if  the  white  one  boil  soft  and  the  gray  ones  keep  hard, 
he  or  she  has  loved  some  one  else. 


THE  PARCHMEl^T  CHARM. 

OB  HOW  TO  MAKE  A  DYINO  RELATION"  THINK  OP   YOU    IN    HIS 
OR   HER  WILL. 

Get  a  piece  of  new  parchment,  and  in  the  right-hand  bottom 
cornel  write  the  name  of  your  relative,  then  write  your  own 
underneatli,  you  must  then  write  tlie  sum  of  money  or  prop- 
erty that  you  wish  to  have  left  you  underneath  the  two  signa- 
tures, this  done,  you  hide  the  parchment  in  some  secret  place 
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for  three  weeks,  then  you  remove  it  to  your  clothes  box,  first 
soaking  the  parcliiuent  in  the  blood  of  a  male  rabbit,  or  hare; 
now  the  charm  or  spell  is  complete,  and  when  your  relative 
dies  you  will  tind  that  what  property  you  have  wished  for  on 
the  parchment  has  been  left  you. 


CHARM  OF    THE    MYRTLE. 

OR  HOW  TO  DREAM  OF  YOUR   INTENDED  HUSBAND. 

Let  any  number  of  young  women,  not  exceeding  seven  or  less 
than  three,  assemble  in  a  room,  where  they  are  sure  to  be  safe 
from  interlopers,  just  as  the  clock  strikes  eleven  at  night,  take 
from  your  bosom  a  sprig  of  myrtle,  which  you  must  have  worn 
there  all  day,  and  fold  it  up  in  a  bit  of  tissue  paper,  then  light 
up  a  small  chafing  dish  of  charcoal,  and  on  it  each  maiden

THE  BEAN,  PEA,  AND  OAT  CHARM. 

TO   TELL  WHETHER  YOUR    FUTURE  HUSBAND  IS  A  DRUNKARD. 
OR  IN  THE  HABIT  OP  STOPPING  OUT    LATE  AT  NIGHT. 

Get  seven  beans,  any  sort  will  do,  and  seven  gray  peas,  and 
seven  black  oats,  set  them  in  three  different  flower-pots,  at  the 
hour  of  three  in  the  morning,  no  other  time  will  do,  water  them 
w^ith  cold  spring  w^ater  every  night  as  the  clock  is  striking 
twelve  for  three  consecutive  nights,  and  on  the  fourth  night 
looli  at  them,  by  removing  the  mould,  and  if  the  beans  and 
peas  and  oats  have  all  began  to  shoot,' your  future  husband  will 
neither  be  a  drunkard,  or  stop  out  late  at  night,  but  if  none  of 
have  be^un  to  shoot  it  will  be  the  reverse. 
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CHARM  OF  THE  CANDLES, 

OR   now   TO   TELL  WHETHER  A  CHILD    BELONGING  TO  YOU  OR 
ANY  OTHER  PERSON  SHALL  LIVE  OR  DIE. 

Get  three  penny  mould  candles,  and  with  a  pin  write  the 
christian  name  of  the  father  on  one  of  the  candles,  and  the 
name  of  the  mother  on  another,  and  the  name  of  the  child 
upon  the  third,  then  set  all  three  burning,  and  if  the  candle 
with  the  child's  name  written  upon  it  burns  out  first,  the  child 
will  not  live,  if  the  one  with  the  mother's  name  written  upon 
it  burns  out  first,  the  child  will  be  married  early,  but  if  the  one 
with  the  father's  name  written  upon  it  burns  out  first,  the  child 
will  never  be  married,  but  will  li^e  to  a  great  age. 


THE  FIGURE  CHARM. 

OR  HOW   TO   KNOW  IF  A  CHILD    NEW  BORN   SHALL  LIVE  OR  DgE. 

This  is  similar  to  the  above,  and  will  only  do  for  a  child 
under  a  week  old. 

Write  the  name  of  the  father  and  mother,  and  the  day  the 
child  was  born  upon  a  piece  of  blue  paper,  and  put  to  every 
letter  a  number,  beginning  at  1,  then  add  15  to  the  total,  and 
divide  the  whole  by  5,  if  it  is  even,  the  child  will  die,  on  the 
other  hand,  if  it  is  uneven,  it  will  live. 


CHARM  OF  THE  RIBBOISTS. 

OR  HOW  TO  TELL  WHETHER  YOUR  LOVER  WILL  MARRY  YOU 

OR  NOT. 

Take  two  pieces  zi  ribbon,  precisely  alike  in  length,  breadth, 
and  color,  double  each  of  them,  separately,  fco  that  their  ends 
meet,  then  join  them  together  very  neatly  with  a  piece  of  silk 
of  their  own  color  by  the  middle  or  crease  made  in  doubling 
them,  by  this  you  will  have  four  ends  to  the  ribbon,  to  this  crease 
or  join,  fasten  a  wedding-ring,  previously  borrowed  from  a 
woman,  you  must  then  Jborrow  your  lover's  scarf-pin,  which 
you  m^ist  fasten  in  the  wall,  outside  your  bed-room  window, 
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then  bang  tlie  ribbons  on  the  pin,  stretching  one  end  upwards, 
one  end  downwards,  and  the  other  ends  crosswise,  to  form  a 
cross  against  the  wall  by  the  ends  being  fastened  with  pins. 
They  must  be  where  the  sun  shines,  and  should  not  be  looked 
at  for  three  hours,  and  if  any  of  them  fade  or  change  color, 
your  lover  will  be  sure  to  marry  you. 


THE  SULPHURIC  CHARM. 

OR  HOW^   TO   TELL  A  LADY  IF   SHE   IS  IN   LOVE. 

Put  into  a  phial  some  sulphuric  ether,  color  ij  red  with 
orcharet,  then  mix  the  tincture  with  spermaceti,  place  the  phial 
which  contains  it  in  a  lady's  hand,  and  if  she  is  in  love  it  will 
dissolve,  and  becom.e  fluid.     This  can  be  done  at  any  time. 


THE  RING  CHARM. 

OR  HOW  TO  I  ETCH  YOUR  LOVER  TO  YOU  AT  ANY  REQUIRED 

TIME. 

Prick  your  w^edding  finger  of  the  left  hand  with  a  sharp 
needle  till  the  blood  flows,  and  with  the  blood  write  your  own 
and  lover's  name  on  a  piece  of  writing  paper,  encircle  it  with 
three  round  rings  of  the  same  crimson  stream,  fold  it  up,  and 
exactly  at  the  seventh  hour  of  the  evening,  bury  it  in  the  earth, 
and  tell  no  one,  this  done  your  lover  will  not  be  long  before  he 
makes  an  appearance. 


CHARM  WITH  THE  BREAD  AKD  WHSTE, 

OR  HOW  TO  TELL  WHETHER  YOU  WILL  HAVE  A  FAMILY  OR  NOT. 

Half  fill  a  glass  with  water,  throw  a  piece  -of  bread  into  it, 
about  the  size  of  a  nut  ;  pour  some  wine  lightly  on  the  bread, 
and  if  you  see  the  water  at  the  bottppi  of  the  glass,  ^nd  the 
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wine  floating  at  tlie  top,  you  will  have  a  family,  but,  if  the 
wine  mix  with  the  water,  you  will  not. 


TO  SEE  A  FUTURE  HUSBAND  OR  SWEETHEART  IN 
A  DREAM. 

The  party  inquiring  must  lie  in  a  different  county  from  that

And  what  he  does  all  days  and  years. 

Accordingly,  he  will  appear  in  a  dream  with  the  insignia  of 
his  trade  or  profession. 


TO  KNOW  IF  YOUR    SWEETHEART  WILL   MARRY 

YOU. 

Let  any  unmarried  woman  take  the  blade-bone  of  a  shoulder 
of  lamb,  and  borrowing  a  pen-knife,  (but  be  sure  not  to  mention 
for  what  purpose,)  on  going  to  bed  stick  the  knife  once  through 
the  bone  for  nine  nights,  in  different  places,  repeating  thesQ 
^ords  while  sticking  the  knife  : — 

'Tis  not  this  bone  I  mean  to  stick, 
But  my  lover's  heart  I  mean  to  prick. 
Wishing  him  neither  rest  nor  sleep, 
Till  he  comes  to  me  to  speak. 

At  the  ei^4  of  njne  days  or  shortly  after  he  will  ask  for 
something  to  piit  to  a  wound  he  will  have  met  with  during  the 
time  you  were  charming  l}ij^. 
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TO  KNOW  WHETHER  A  FEMALE  WILL  HAVE  THE 
MAN  SHE  WISHES. 

Get  two  lemon  peels,  carry  them  about  with  you  all  day,  one 
in  each  pocket  ;  at  night  rub  the  four  posts  of  the  bedstead 
with  tnem.  If  you  are  to  succeed  the  person  will  appear  in 
your  sleep,  and  present  you  with  a  couple  of  lemons  ;  if  not 
there  is  no  hope. 


TO  KNOW  WHETHER  A  PERSON  WILL  BE  MARRIED. 

Take  a  pea-pod  in  which  are  nine  peas,  hang  the  same  over 
the  door,  and  take  notice  of  the  first  person  who  comes  in  who 
is  not  of  the  family,  and  if  he  be  a  bachelor  you  will  be  mar- 
ried within  the  year. 


THE  HERB    CHARM. 

OR    HOW  TO    MAKE  A    MAN    LOVE  YOU  WHETHER    HE  IS  PRE- 
VIOUSLY IKCLLNED   TO  DO  SO   OR  NOT. 

Place  a  sprig  of  led  sage,  a  sprig  of  rosemary,  or  any  other 
garden  herb  in  a  glass  jar,  so  that  when  it  is  inverted,  the  stem 
may  be  downwards,  and  the  sprig  supported  by  the  sides  of  the 
jar,  then  put  some  benzoic  acid  upon  a  piece  of  iron,  so  that 
the  acid  may  be  sublimed  in  the  form  of  a  thick  white  vapor. 
Invert  the  jar  over  the  iron,  and  leave  the  whole  untouched 
until  the  sprig  be  covered  by  the  sublimed  acid  in  the  form  of  a 
beautiful  hoar  frost.  This  done  you  must  bury  the  jar  under 
an  apple -tree,  first  covering  the  mouth  of  it  with  a  piece  of 
parchment,  and  on  going  to  bed,  and  on  getting  up  in  the  mom- 
iiig»  you  must  repeat  the  following  rhyme :

Now,  this  charm  or  mystic  spell  is  finished,  beware  of  re- 
moving or  looking  at  the  jar  until  your  cliosen  one  has  married 
you,  or  the  charm  will  be  broken. 
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THE  FRIDAY  AND  MIDSUMMEE  CHARM. 

On  any  Friday  tliroughout  the  year  take  rosemary  flowers, 
bay  leaves,  thyme,  and  sweet  marjoram,  of  each  a  handful;  dry 
these  and  make  them  into  fine  powder;  then  take  a  tea-spoon- 
ful of  each  sort,  mix  the  whole  together,  then  take  twice  the 
quantity  of  barley  flour,  and  mix  the  whole  into  a  cake  with 
the  milk  of  a  red  cow.  This  cake  is  not  to  be  baked,  but  wrapp- 
ed in  clean  writing-paper,  and  laid  under  your  head  ai  night. 
If  the  person  dreams  of  music  she  will  shortly  wed  him  she 
wishes,  if  she  dreams  of  fire  she  will  be  crossed  in  love,  if  of  a 
church,  she  will  die  single.  If  anything  is  written  or  there  is 
the  least  spot  on  the  paper  it  will  not  do.     Again: — 

If  any  unmarried  woman,  fasting  on  Midsummer  eve,  and  at 
midnight  laying  a  clean  cloth,  with  bread,  cheese  and  ale,  and 
sitting  down  as  if  going  to  eat  (the  street  door  being  left  open) 
the  person  whom  she  is  afterwards  to  marry  will  come  into  the 
room  and  drink  to  her  by  bowing,  and  afterwards  filling  the 
glass,  will  leave  it  on  the  table,  and  making  another  bow  retire. 


TO  FIND  OUT  THE  TWO  FIRST  LETTERS  OP  A  FU- 
TURE WIFE  OR  HUSBAND'S  NAME. 

Take  a  small  Bible  and  the  key  of  the  street-door,  and  having 
opened  at  Solomon's  Songs,  chap.  viii.  verses  6  and  7,  place 
the  wards  of  the  key  on  those  two  verses  and  let  the  loop  of 
the  key  be  about  an  inch  out  of  the  top  of  the  Bible,  then  shut 
the  book  and  tie  it  round  with  your  garter  so  as  the  key  will 
not  move,  and  the  person  who  wishes  to  know  his  or  her  future 
husband  or  wife's  signature  must  suspend  the  Bible  by  putting 
the  middle  finger  of  the  right  hand  under  the  loop  of  the  key, 
and  the  other  person  in  the  like  manner  on  the  other  side  of 
the  key;  then  repeat  the  following  passage,  after  the  other 
person's  saying  the  alphabet,  one  1  tter  to  each  time  repeating. 

*'  Set  me  as  a  seal  upon  thine  heart,  as  a  seal  upon  thine  arm, 
for  love  is  strong  as  death,  jealousy  is  cruel  as  the  grave  ;  the 
coals  thereof  are  coals  of  fire,  which  hath  a  most  vehement 
flame. 

''Many  waters  cannot  quench  love,  neither  can  the  floods 
drown  it  ;  if  a  man  would  give  all  the  substance  of  his  house 
for  love,  it  would  utterly  be  contemned." 
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It  must  be  observed  that  you  mention  to  the  person  who  re- 
peats the  verses,  before  you  begin,  which  you  intend  to  try 
first,  whether  the  surname  or  christian  name,  and  take  care 
lo  hold  the  Bible  steady.  When  you  arrive  at  the  appointed 
letter  the  book  will  turn  round  under  your  finger,  and  that  you 
will  find  to  be  the  first  letter  of  your  intended's  name. 


TO  DISCOVER  TRUTH  FROM  FALSEHOOD. 

If  you  suspect  your  servant,  or  any  other  person  of  tCxi'iiZ  a 
lie,  or  false  Swjx-y,  that  may  be  to  your  prejudice,  o^  i^vherwise, 
he  not  so  rash  as  to  charge  them  with  it  "^directly,  but  try  the 
following  rule  of  art,  to  inform  you  fcr  a  certainty  of  that 
wiiich  3^ou  can  at  present  only  surmise  or  suspect,  without  any 
real  ground : — 

Write  the  name  of  the  party,  and  the  name  of  the  day  the 
discourse  took  place,  which  you  cacnot  believe,  and  then  mind 
the  following  alphabet  and  figures  : —

Take  the  letters,  and  figures  belonging  to  them  that  will 
make  the  name  of  the  party  suspected,  as  well  as  those  that 
form  the  name  of  the  day,  to  which  add  26,  then  divide  the 
whole  by  7,  should  the  remainder  be  odd,  you  may  rest  assured 
the  party  has  told  you  an  untruth,  which  you  may  charge  them 
"^vith,  and  either  by  open  confession,  blushes,  or  some  other 
sign,  you  may  easily  discover  the  deception.

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MADAME  JOHNSON'S  METHOD  FOR  TELLING  FOE 
TUNES  BY  LINES  IN  THE  HAND. 

Observe  always  to  choose  the  left  hand,  because  the  heail 
and  brain  have  more  influence  over  it  than  the  right  hand* 
and  observe  further,  it  is  better  to  examine  these  lines  when 
the  lady  is  in  good  health,  for  then  they  appear  full. 

By  this  the  reader  will  see  that  one  of  the  lines,  and  which 
indeed  is  reckoned  the  principal,  is  calle  I  the  line  of  life  ;  this 
line  encloses  the  thumb,  separating  it  from  the'  hollow  of  the 
hand.  The  next  to  it,  which  is  called  the  natural  line,  takes 
its  beginning  from  the  rising  of  the  middle  finger.  The  table 
line,  commonly  called  the  line  of  fortune,  begins  under  the 
little  finger,  and  ends  near  the  forefinger.  The  girdle  of 
Venus,  another  line  so  called,  begins  near  the  joint  of  the 
forefinger,  and  ends  in  the  middle  finger.  The  line  of  death  is 
a  counter  line  to  the  line  of  life,  and  is  by  some  called  the  s  s- 
ter  line.  There  are  also  lines  in  the  fleshy  parts,  as  in  the  ball 
of  the  thumb,  which  is  called  the  mount  of  Venus,  which  are 
each  governed  by  the  several  planets,  and  the  hollow  of  the 
hand  is  called  the  place  of  Mars. 

If  the  lines  which  are  in  the  middle  of  the  hand,  and  are 
called  the  table  lines,  are  broad  and  fair,  without  being  broken, 
it  is  a  sure,  sign  the  parties  will  lead  a  happy  life. 

If  the  line  from  the  wrist  goes  straight  up  to  the  little  finger 
it  is  a  better  sign  than  if  broken,  for  then  it  denotes  the  party 
will  live  to  a  good  old  age  ;  but  on  the  contrary,  should  the 
line  want  contmuity,  they  are  in  danger  of  sudden  death. 

If  the  line  of  life,  which  is  that  which  runs  from  the  wrist  by 
the  bail  of  the  thumb,  and  ends  directly  under  the  forefinger,  is 
clear,  and  ends  without  breaks,  it  denotes  possession,  prosper- 
ity, and  happy  old  age.  Round  lines,  like  semicircles  on  the 
inside  of  the  tips  of  the  fingers,  promise  houses,  land,  and  in- 
heritance. As  many  lines  or  crosses  as  a  woman  has*  in  her 
wrist,  so  msmy  children  she  may  expect  to  have. 

If  the  middle  or  table  lines,  in  the  hand,  are  very  narrow  and 
contracted,  it  is  a  sign  of  poverty  and  crosses  in  the  world.  If 
a  crooked  line  goes  through  the  table  line,  it  is  a  sign  of  death 
by  accident  or  violence,  but  if  it  runs  straight  even  through,  iS 
is  a  good  sign.

THE  ART  OF  TELLING  FORTUNES  BY  THE  GROUNDS 
OF  TEA  OR  COFFEE. 

Pour  out  the  grounds  of  tea  or  coffee  into  a  white  cup ;  shake 
them  well  in  it,  and  reverse  it  in  the  saucer.  It  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  figures  will  be  accurately  represented,  but  the 
more  fertile  the  fancy  sliall  be  of  the  person  inspecting  the  cup, 
the  more  he  will  discover  in  it.

GREEK  FIRE  AND  OTHER  ANCIENT  MYSTERIES. 


The  Rabbins,  given  up  to  the  study  of  tbo  Cabbala,  speak  of 
a  light  belonging  to  saints,  to  the  elect,  upon  whose  counte- 
nance it  shines  miraculously  from  their  )Mrth,  or  when  they 
have  merited  this  sign  of  glory.  Arnobus.  on  the  authority  of 
Hermippus,  gives  to  the  magician  Zoroai^ter  a  belt  of  tire;  a 
suitable  ornament  for  the  institulor  of  t  je  worship  of  fire.  A 
philosopher  of  the  present  age  would  be  very  little  embarrassed 
how  to  produce  these  brilliant  wonders,  pcrliculaily  if  their 
duration  was  not  required  to  be  much  prolonged. 

The  Druids  extended  the  resources  of  science  much  farther. 
The  renowned  person,  who,  in  the  poem  ol  Lucan,  proclaims 
their  magical  power,  boasts  of  possessing  the  secret  of  making 
a  forest  appear  on  fire,  when  it  does  not  burn.  Ossian  paints 
old  men,  mixed  with  the  sons  of  Loda,  and  at  night  making 
conjurations  round  a  cromlech,  or  circle  of  stones;  and,  at 
their  command,  burning  meteors  arose,  which  teriified  the 
warriors  of  Fingal,  and  by  the  light  of  which  Ossian  distin- 
guished the  chief  of  the  enemy's  warriors.  An  English  trans- 
lation of  Ossian  observes  that  every  bright  flame,  sudden,  and 
resembling  lightning,  is  called  in  Gaelic,  the  Druid's  flame.  It 
is  to  this  flame  that  Osskm  compares  the  sword  of  his  son 
Oscar.  Connected  with  the  recital  of  the  bard,  this  expression 
indicates  that  the  Druids  possessed  the  art  of  causing  flames  to 
ai)pcar,  for  the  purpose  of  dismaying  their  enemies. 

We  may  join  to  the  traits  of  resemblance  alread^y  observed 
])L'tvv^een  t  lO  Celts  and  the  ancient  inhabitants  of  Italy,  the  fable 
of  Csculus,  the  founder  of  the  city  o^  Preneste.  "  Wishing  to 
make  himself  known  as  the  son  of  the  god  Vulcan,  he  im- 
plored the  aid  of  his  sire,  when  suddenly  an  as  embled  multi- 
tude, who  had  refused  to  acknowledge  his  brilliant  origin,  were 
enveloped  in  flames,  and  the  alarm  quickly  subdued  their  in- 
credulity. 

We  may  remark,  that  Caeculus,  most  probablv,  ]iad  chosen 
the  place  of  assembly,  and  that  the  Druids  oi;l>  exervun^d  theii 
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power  in  sacred  enclosures,  interdicted  to  the  profane,  as  in 
certain  optical  illusions  where  fire  has  often  played  a  part;  for 
these  apparent  miracles  required  a  theater  suiiab'e  to  those  who 
worked  them ;  and,  in  other  places,  in  spite  of  the  urgency  of 
necessity,  they  would  have  experienced  great  difficulty  in  any 
attempt  to  produce  them. 

The  instantaneous  development  of  latent  heat  is  not  less 
likely  to  excite  astonishment,  particularly  if  waier  kindles  the 
flames.  Substances  susceptible  of  evolving  heat,  or  of  taking 
lire,  in  absorbing  or  in  decomposing  water,  are  numerous,  and 
they  have  very  often  occasioned  fires,  such  as  were  attributed, 
formerly,  to  negligence  or  to  malice.  Stacks  of  damp  hay,  and 
slates  of  p3Tites,  moistened  by  a  warm  shower,  will  produce 
this  phenomenon. 

Were  the  Thaumaturgists  acquainted  with  phenomena  sim- 
ilar to  the  latter?  I  reply,  without  doubt,  they  were.  The 
prodigious  heat  which  is  emitted  by  quicklime  sprinkled  with 
water  could  not  have  escaped  their  observation,  Now,  let  us 
suppose  that  a  sufficient  quantity  of  quicklime  is  hidden  at  the 
bottom  of  a  pit,  or  kiln,  and  that  the  pit  is  then  filled  with 
snow ;  the  absorbed  snow  will  disappear,  and  the  interior  tem- 
perature of  the  pit  or  kiln  will  be  so  much  more  raised,  owing 
to  its  being  thus  closely  shut,  that  less  of  the  expanded  heat 
will  be  allowed  to  escape— and  an  apparent  miracle  will  be  pro- 
claimed. Thus,  a  writer  of  legends  has  ornamented  the  history 
of  St.  Patrick,  by  relating  that  the  apostle  of  Ireland  lighted  a 
kiln  with  snow. 

Theophrastus  gives  the  name  of  spinon  to  a  stone  which  is 
met  with  in  certain  mines,  and  which,  if  pounded,  and  then 
exposed  to  the  sun,  ignites  of  itself,  particularly  if  care  has 
been  taken  to  wet  it  first.  The  spinon,  there  can  be  little  doubt, 
is  merely  an  efflorescing  pyrites.  The  stone  named  gagates 
(true  pyritic  jet)  is  black,  porous,  light,  friable,  and  resembles 
burned  wood.  It  exhales  a  disagreeable  odor,  and,  when  it  is 
heated,  it  attracts  other  bodies  in  the  same  manner  as  amber. 
The  smoke  which  it  exhales  in  burning  relieves  women  attacked 
with  hysterics,  and  it  is  kindled  by  means  of  water,  and  ex- 
tinguished when  immersed  in  oil.  The  latter  peculiarity  was 
also  the  distinguishing  feature  of  a  stone  which,  according  to 
^lian  and  Dioscorides,  ignited  in  a  like  manner,  when  sprinkled 
with  water,  and,  in  burning,  exhaled  a  strong  bituminous 
smell;  but,  as  it  was  extinguished  by  blowing  above  it,  its 
combustion  seems  to  have  depended  on  the  escape  of  a  gaseous 
vapor. 

Those  three  substances,  whether  they  were  the  productiona 
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of  art  or  of  nature,  might  have  sufficed  to  work  miraculous 
conflagrations.  But  Pliny  and  Isidore  of  Seville  have  described 
a  fourth,  still  more  powerful— a  black  stone  that  is  found  in 
Persia,  and  which,  if  broken  between  the  fingers,  burns  them. 
This  is  precisely  the  effect  produced  by  a  bit  of  pyro;)horus.  or 
phosphorus  stone,  and  this  wonderful  stone  was  probably  noth- 
ing else.  It  is  known  that  phosphorus,  melted  by  heat,  may 
become  black  and  solid,  and  tlie  word  stone  ought  not  to  im- 
pose more  upon  us  here  than  the  words  lake  and  fountain  when 
a  liquid  is  spoken  of.  Custom  has  consecrated  in  our  own 
language  the  words  infernal  stone  {lajns  infernalis)  and  cauter- 
izing stone,  for  a  pharmaceutical  preparation. 

But  were  the  ancients  acquainted  with  phosphorus  and  pyro  - 
phorus?  I  reply  in  the  alhrmative,  since  they  relate  w^onders 
which  could  have  been  produced  by  no  other  means  than  the 
employment  of  these  substances,  or  by  reactives,  endowed  with 
analogous  properties.  We  shall  have  occasion  to  mention  an 
ancient  description  of  the  effects  of  a  combination  of  phos- 
phorus, a  description  as  exact  as  if  it  had  been  made  at  the 
present  time  by  a  modern  chemist.  As  to  pyrophorus,  science  pos- 
sesses so  many  substances  which  ignite  after  some  minutes'  expo- 
sure to  the  air,  that  it  may,  without  improbability,be  believed  that 
many  of  them  were  know^n  to  the  ancients.  Without  mention- 
ing bitumens  as  being  highly  inflammable,  or  petroleum,  or 
naphtha,  which  take  fire  at  the  approach  of  a  lighted  candle, 
how  many  of  the  residue  of  distilktions  kindle  spontaneously 
in  a  damp  atmosphere.  This  property,  to  which  no  attention 
is  paid,  except  to  explain  it  by  a  general  principle,  was  cer- 
tainly never  neglected  by  the  performers  of  apparent  miracles, 
since  the  art  of  distillation  formed  an  importani  part  of  the 
sacred  sciences. 

We  will  not  then  hesitate  to  believe,  though  it  may  well  as- 
tonish us,  what  history  relates  of  a  vestal  threatened  with  the 
punishment  reserved  for  those  who  allowed  the  sacred  fire  to 
go  out,  that  she  had  only  to  spread  her  veil  over  the  altar  in 
order  that  the  flame  should  suddenly  rekindle,  and  burn  more 
vividly  than  before.  From  beneath  the  friendly  veil,  we  may 
imagine  that  we  perceive  a  grain  of  phosphorus  oi  of  pyrop- 
horus to  fall  on  the  hot  cinders,  and  supply  the  place  of  the  in- 
tervention of  the  divinity. 

Nor  need  we  longer  share  the  incredibility  of  Horace,  respect- 
ing the  apparent  miracle  which  was  worked  in  the  sanctuary  of 
Gnatia,  where  the  incense  kindled  of  itself  in  honor  cf  the 

fods.     We  also  may  understand  how  Seleucus,  sacrificing  to 
upiter,  saw  Ihe  wood -pile  upon  the  altar  ignite  spontaneously 
to  offer  a  brilliant  presage  of  his  future  greatness;  neither  can 
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we  deny  thai  the  Theurgist  Maxiraus,  offering  incense  to  He- 
cate, might  have  been  able  to  announce  that  the  torches  which 
tlie  goddess  held  would  light  themselves  spontaneously,  and 
that  his  prediction  had  been  accomplished. 

Notwithstanding  the  precautions  which  the  love  of  mystery 
inspired,  and  which  was  seconded  by  the  enthusiasoa  of  admir- 
ation, the  working  of  the  science  was  sometimes  openly  shown 
in  its  assumed  miracles.  Pausanias  relates  what  he  saw  in  two 
'cities  of  Lydia,  the  inhabitants  of  which,  subjected  to  the  yoke 
of  the  Persians,  had  embraced  the  religion  of  the  Magi.  "In  a 
chapel, *'  he  says,  ''is  an  altar,  upon  which  there  are  always 
ashes,  that  in  color  do  not  resemble  any  others.  That  Magi  placed 
some  wood  upon  the  altar,  and  invoked  I  know  not  what  god, 
by  orisons  taken  from  a  book  written  in  a  barbarous  language 
unknown  to  the  Greeks;  the  wood  soon  ignited  of  itself  without 
fire,  and  the  flame  of  it  was  very  brilJiani." 

The  extraordinary  color  of  the  cinders,  which  were  always 
kept  upon  the  altar;  doubtlessly  concealed  an  inflammable  com- 
position; simply,  perhaps,  earth  soaked  in  petroleum  or  naph- 
tha— a  species  of  fuel  still  employed  in  Persia,  in  every  place 
where  these  bituminous  substances  are  common.  The  Magi, 
in  placing  tliewood,  probably  threw  there,  without  jtsbeingper- 
ceived,  a  few  grains  of  pyrophorus,  or  of  that  stone  which  was 
found  in  Persia,  and  which  was  kindled  by  a  light  pressure. 
While  the  orison  lasted,  the  action  of  either  substance  had  time 
to  develop  itself. 

The  vine- branches  w^hich  a  priest  placed  upon  an  altar,  near 
Agrigentum,  lighted  spontaneously  in  the  same  manner.  Sol- 
inus  adds,  that  the  flame  ascended  from  the  altar  toward  the 
assistants  without  incommoding  them.  The  circumstance  an- 
nounces that  between  the  vine- branches  a  gas  escaped,  and  was 
lighted  from  below  the  altar,  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  at 
Mount  Eryx,  where  a  perpetual  flame  is  preserved  on  the  altar 
of  Venus.  The  fumes  of  a  spirituous  liquor  would  hive  pro- 
duced the  same  phenomenon.  By  the  inflammation  of  an  ethe- 
real flaid,  also,  may  be  explained  the  power  that  Fromann  at- 
tributes to  the  Zingari  of  making  fire  appear  upon  a  single 
bundle  of  straw  placed  among  many  others,  and  of  extinguish- 
ing it  at  pleasure.  In  this  manner  school- boys  amuse  them- 
selves by  making  alcohol  burn  in  their  hands;  a  puff  of  breath 
disperses  the  flame  at  the  moment  when  they  begin  to  feel  the 
heat  of  it. 

"It  has  been  observed,"  says  Buffon,  /'that  some  sub- 
stances thrown  up  by  ^tna,  after  having  been  cooled  during 
several  years  and  then  moibtened  with  rain,  have  rekindled 
ftnd  thrown  off  flames,  with  an  explosion  violent  enough  to  pro 
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duce  evea  a  slight  earthquake."  The  composition  of  these  vol- 
canic productions  may  liave  been  imitated  by  art,  or  the  Thau- 
maturgist  may  have  carefully  collected  and  preserved  those 
which  nature  had  formed.  One  of  the  four  stones  inflammable 
by  water,  of  which  we  have  spoken,  shall  be  explained  else- 
where. 

In  fact  we  may  remark,  with  a  man -whom  science  and  his 
country  have  equally  regretted,  that  quicklime  mixed  with  sul- 
phur, b}^  the  heat  which  it  emits  when  sprinkled  with  water,  first 
fuses,  and  then  causes  the  combustion  of  the  sulphur:  that  this 
mixture  rapidly  sets  on  fire  mixed  with  sulphur  and  chlorate  of 
potassa,  and  suddenly  ignites  gunpowder  and  phosphorus;  and 
that,  in  the  latter  case,  there  exists  a  physical  means  of  fixing 
the  precise  moment  when  the  developed  heat  will  cause  the  com- 
bustion. 

Let  us  transport  ourselves  among  a  people  whose  first  histori- 
cal centuries,  owing  to  the  marvefous  recitals  with  which  they 
are  filled,  are  thiown  back  into  the  indefinite  ages  of  mythol- 
ogy. 

The  impartial  reader  will  follow  us  in  the  march  of  these  re- 
citals. Let  him  weigh  well  all  the  expressions  which  Dejctnira 
employs  for  describing*  the  first  effects  of  the  Blood  of  Nessus,  a 
marvellous  philter,  with  which  she  impregnated  the  precious 
tunic  that  was  to  bring  back  the  heart  of  her  inconstant  hus 
band.  *']^essus,"  says  she,  advised  me  to  keep  this  liquid  in  a 
dark  place  until  the  moment  when  I  wished  to  make  use  of  it. 
This  is  what  I  have  done.  To-day,  in  the  dark,  with  a  flock  of 
wool  dipped  in  the  liquid,  I  have  dyed  the  tunic  which  I  have 
sent,  after  having  shut  it  in  a  box,  without  its  having  been  ex- 
posed to  the  light.  The  flock  of  wool,  exposed  to  the  sun  upon 
a  stone,  was  spontaneously  consumed,  without  having  been 
touched  by  any  one.  It  was  reduced  to  ashes,  into  a  powder 
resemblmg  that,  which  the  saw  caf.ises  to  fall  from  wood.  I 
have  observed  that  above  the  stone  on  which  I  had  placed  it 
froth  bubbles  appeared,  like  those  which,  in  autumn,  are  pro- 
duced from  wine  poured  from  a  height." 

Let  a  chemist  read  these  details,  stripped  of  all  mythological 
recollections;  what  will  he  recognize  in  this  pretended  philter, 
given  by  the  hand  of  vengeance,  and  which,  from  its  consist- 
ence, color,  or  some  other  property,  received  the  appellation  of 
blood?  I  reply,  a  liquid  preparation  of  phosphorus,  which, 
owing  to  the  proportions  of  its  elements,  inflamed  spontane 
ously  when  it  was  exposed  to  the  light  and  heat  of  the  sun. 
The  phosphoric  acid  produced  from  its  combustion  would  pro- 
duce upon  the  stone  the  effervescence  which  struck  the  eyes  of 
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Dejanira,  and  also  the  ashes  of  the  wool  reduced  to  dry  and  in- 
sohible  phosphate. 

Hercules  clothed  himself  with  the  fatal  tunic;  then  he  sacri- 
ficed twelve  bulls ;  but  scarcely  had  he  taken  the  fire  to  the 
wood-pile  on  which  the  victims  were  deposited,  than  he  felt  the 
effects  of  the  philter.  The  vicinity  of  the  flame,  the  chemist 
will  say,  and  the  humid  heat  of  the  skin  of  a  man  who  works 
with  strength  and  activity  before  a  kindled  pile  will  infallibly 
determine,  though  without  visible  inflammation,  the  decompo- 
sition of  the  phosphoret  spread  upon  the  garment.  The  com- 
pound being  dried  up,  and  therefore  much  more  caustic,  would 
act  upon  all  parts  of  the  body,  disorganize  the  skin  and  the 
flesh,  and,  by  inexpressible  pains,  cause  the  death  of  its  unfor- 
tunate victim.  Even  at  this  day,  when  its  nature  is  not  un- 
known, it  would  be  difficult  to  arrest  the  action  once  begun 
of  these  consuming  substances;  formerly  it  would  have  been 
impossible. 
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
